The shipper will find—in the article on the succeeding pages—detailed explanations of the | 
simplified forms which affect their system of distribution. These explanations were prepared | 
especially for the shippers at the specific suggestion of the Department of Commerce, so that 
the distributors may, in advance of the Sept. 24 conference, familiarize themselves with the 
| purposes of the forms. 
| This simplification movement is of importance to every shipper whose products pass

Department of Commerce Notifies Thousands of Shippers in 
All Industries of Meeting for Consideration of Standard 


Warehouse Forms and Methods. 


The Proposed

sentatives of manufacturing companies which dis- 

tribute their products through public merchandise 
warehouses has been called by Herbert Hoover, Secretary 
of Commerce, to take place in Washington, on Wednesday, 
September 24, to consider the warehousing forms and 
methods which a special committee of the American Ware- 
housemen’s Association has been simplifying at meetings 
which have been held during the past two years. 

Railroad, banking, editorial and other allied interests, 
together with the public warehouse industry itself, are 
being invited by R. M. Hudson, Chief of the Division of 
Simplified Practice of the Department of Commerce, to 
send representatives to the conference. 

It is expected that the Washington assembly will be ad- 
dressed personally by Mr. Hoover, who will discuss the 
benefits of standardization and simplification. 

The conference will start at 10 A. M., Eastern Standard 
Time, and will be held in Room 704 of the Department 
of Commerce Building, at 19th Street and Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 

This meeting is the goal toward which the American 
Warehousemen’s Association—and, more latterly, the Na- 
tional Furniture Warehousemen’s Association because of 
the simplifying also of household goods warehousing 
forms—has been working in an effort to make uniform 
certain documents, notably the negotiable and _ non- 
negotiable warehouse receipts, which are in general use

in business dealings between warehousemen and their 
customers, the national distributors. 

The movement has the backing of the Department of 
Commerce and of the Domestic Distribution Department 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the United States; and 
the American Warehousemen’s Association’s simplifica- 
tion committee, headed by A. H. Greeley, a merchandise 
warehouseman of Cleveland, has been working in coopera- 
tion with the National Distributors’ Association, compris- 
ing manufacturing companies which are among leading 
shippers; the American Bankers Association, freight 
claim organizations representing the railroads, and other 
business organizations—all to the end that the ware- 
housing forms and methods, as now perfected, shall be 
acceptable to all of these varied interests. 

At the Washington conference the shippers and other 
assembled groups will be asked to accept the forms and 
methods as simplified. Subsequent to the holding of the 
conference the Department of Commerce will distribute 
acceptance blanks by mail to shippers, warehousemen and 
others. After favorable returns have been received the 
Department of Commerce will then place the Government’s 
official indorsement on the forms and methods, and manu- 
facturers and storage companies will be expected to place 
them universally in use for a limited experimental period, 
at the termination of which another conference may be 
held with a view to effecting modifications if any are 
considered necessary. 





The Official Invitations 


HE objectives of the Washington 

conference are set forth in letters 
of invitation which Mr. Hudson, Chief 
of the Division of Simplified Practice, 
sent out late in August to the various 
interests. Writing to 500 trade associa- 
tions representing virtually all indus- 
tries, Mr. Hudson said: 

“The purposes of this conference are tu 
review, and to act on, the simplified 
forms for warehousing transactions, as 
developed by the Committee on Simplifi- 
cation of Forms and Methods of the 


American Warehousemen’s Association 
in cooperation with the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and other interested 
bodies. A folio of the proposed forms 
accompanies this invitation. 

“We especially urge you to send a 
delegate to this conference because of the 
possibilities which this subject has for 
reducing waste in distribution and for 
bringing greater economies to manufac- 
turers, shippers and warehousemen in 
general. 

“Will you kindly review the sample 
forms herewith, and send your delegate 


to the conference prepared to act on 
them in behalf of your association? It 
is believed the adoption of these forms 
for general use by all interests will 
help greatly toward simplifying com- 
mercial practice in this field. 

“If possible, will you kindly send us 
in advance the name and business con- 
nection of your representative?” 

Each of these 500 invitations to trade 
associations was accompanied by a com- 
plete set of the forms and methods as 
simplified. These are set down in detail 
elsewhere in this article. 
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To railroad claim officials, bankers, 
editors and others interested in the 
movement—some 250 in number—Mr. 
Hudson sent a copy of the forms and a 
letter of invitation in which he said in 
part: 

“It is believed that the general adop- 
tion and widespread use of the proposed 
forms will greatly simplify the clerical 
work of warehousing, reduce errors, con- 
fusion and delays resulting from the 
extremely great diversity in the forms 
used today, and thus help reduce un- 
necessary expense and avoidable waste 
in distribution.” 

A letter along similar lines was sent 
by Mr. Hudson to approximately 5000 
national distributors in all trades and 
industries. These are manufacturers 
who use warehouses, the list having beer 
supplied to the Government in part by 
Distribution and Warehousing and in 
part by leading warehouse companies 
who volunteered the names of their cus- 
tomers. In this letter to the manufac- 
turers Mr. Hudson pointed out: 

“The simplification and standardization 
of the forms most commonly used in 
warehousing will help greatly to reduce 
waste in distribution and bring greater 
economies to shippers and manufacturers 
as well as‘warehousemen. Leading men in 
these phases of distribution say the adop- 
tion of suitable standard forms for gen- 
eral use by all these interests will defi- 
nitely simplify the clerical work in ware- 
housing and reduce the errors, confusion 
and delays arising out of the present 
unnecessary diversity in warehouse 
forms. 

“The several trade papers touching 
this field, the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation and other groups concerned are 
also being invited to attend. 


“We wish it were possible to invite 
the individual shippers, so they might 
have an active part in the program, but 
our limited space prevents housing so 
large a group. It seemed best, therefore, 
to invite the trade associations to send 
delegates. Nevertheless, we will be 
pleased to have any shipper come to the 
conference who feels that his interests 
will be better represented by his personal 
attendance. 

““A complete report of the meeting will 
be issued as soon as it is over, and a copy 
will be mailed to you with a request for 
your formal acceptance of the forms 
as adopted by the conference. When we 
have received acceptances sufficient to 
show that the majority of those con- 
cerned will cooperate in the use of these 
adopted forms, the Department will in- 
dorse them and publish the results in its 
‘Elimination of Waste’ series. 

“The Simplified Practice recommenda- 
tion of the industry thus receives the 
approval and support of the Department 
of Commerce as being in the interests 
of the warehousing industry, its cus- 
tomers and the general public. We hope 
you will find this project worthy of con- 
sideration and that you will cooperate, 
either through the trade association to 
which you belong or directly with us, in 
bringing this effort to a successful con- 
clusion.” 


SIMPLIFICATION 


After the Conference 


rT‘ HE “Elimination of Waste” pamphlet 

which the Department of Commerce 
will distribute to shippers and ware- 
housemen after the Washington confer- 
ence will contain the following: 


1. Copies of the forms and 
methods. 

2. Summary of the Sept. 24 con- 
ference. 


3. Personnel of the Sept. 24 con- 
ference. 

4. Simplified Practice 
mendation. 

5. Acceptance of Simplified Prac- 
tice Recommendation. 


The pamphlet will contain an introduc- 
tion which will read about as follows: 


“This circular presents the report of 
a general conference of your industry, 
and the simplified forms and methods 
proposed on that occasion by the Amer- 
ican Warehousemen’s Association and 
the National Furniture Warehousemen’s 
Association. As in all instances of our 
cooperation with business, in applying 
the principles of simplification to indus- 
trial practices, formal publication of this 
recommendation in our ‘Elimination of 
Waste’ series is dependant upon pre- 
liminary acceptance by the producers, 
distributors and organized users to the 
extent of 80 per cent of each group, 
for this department is intent upon such 
united action of all interests as will 
demonstrate the nationwide advantage 
of these measures. 

“If, after consideration of the ware- 
housing recommendations herein set 
forth, you are convinced that such 
action is constructive and of benefit to 
all concerned, we ask you to sign the 
acceptance blank as shown on the last 
page of this circular, as indicative of 
your support for the year January, 1925, 
to January, 1926. 

“At the termination of this first active 
year of these proposals a revision con- 
ference with the central committee of 
the industry will be arranged. Based 
upon a survey of the effectiveness of 
the recommendations such a conference 
will be in a position to make constructive 
modifications. The attainment of the 
benefits now available, and, indeed, the 
entire success of this program, depends 
upon the whole-hearted, consistent sup- 
port of yourself and your associates.” 

The acceptance blank mentioned by 
Mr. Hudson in the foregoing will read 
about as follows: 

“The Secretary of Commerce, Wash- 
ington, D. C., Sir: We, the undersigned, 
do hereby accept the draft of Simplified 
Practice Recommendation, dated Sept. 
24, 1924, as our standard practice in 
the use of warehousing forms and 
methods for the year beginning Jan. 1, 
1925, and will use our best effort in 
securing general adoption of the recog- 
nized standards. ! 

“To permit intelligent review of the 
effectiveness of the recommendation 
every year by an accredited committee 
of all interests working in cooperation 
with the Department of Commerce, we 
will supply all data, upon request, which 
may be necessary for the development 
of constructive revision. It is under- 


Recom- 
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stood that any suggested modifications 
will ke submitted as soon as formulated 
and shall not be binding until accepted 
in form similar to this recommendation.” 

The foregoing quotations of the in- 
troduction and the acceptance blank are 
not necessary textually the same as 
those which will be prepared for the 
warehousing document of the “Elimi- 
nation of Waste” series, but they are 
similar in general. They are based 
on the pamphlet issued in June, as 
part of the series, in connection with 
the program for eliminating waste in 
the plow bolts industry. 


““Rate Quotation”’ 


AS will be noted, a folio of the pro- 
posed warehousing forms and meth- 
ods accompanied Mr. Hudson’s invita- 
tions to the 500 trade associations and 
to the 250 representatives of railroads, 
banks, editorial offices and others in- 
terested. 

This folio is headed “Standard Ware- 
house Forms” and is copyrighted by 
the American Warehousemen’s Associ- 
ation, and, according to the text.on the 
cover, was “prepared specially for the 
joint conference of bankers, shippers, 
transportation interests and warehouse- 
men to be held in conjunction with the 
Department of Commerce and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
at the instance of Hon. Herbert Hoover, 
Washington, D. C.” In a foreword in 
the folio Gardner Poole, Boston, presi- 
dent of the A. W. A., says in part: 

“These forms are now presented to 
those interests using or interested in 
warehouse service throughout the United 
States, desiring to cooperate in reducing 
waste in industry, standardization in 
operation, and adoption of the forms 
proposed that the business of warehous- 
ing may become more useful to the com- 
merce of the country, and that depend- 
able service may be permanently estab- 
lished by a group of financially respon- 
sible warehousemen scientifically quali- 
fied to meet the demands of merchants, 
manufacturers and others using ware- 
house service throughout the United 
States.” 

The following are the forms prepared 
by the committee, which in _ recent 
months has included warehousemen who 
are members of the National Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association as well as 
the American Warehousemen’s Associ- 
ation: 

Standard Form 110, for merchandise, 
cold storage and household goods ware- 
housing. Rate Quotation, relating to 
Storage Agreement and Terms and Con- 
ditions. Explanation: 

“It has been the custom in ordinary 
practice of warehousemen in the past 
in responding to inquiries for storage 
rates to reply by letter, which may or 
may not have included all the informa- 
tion desired by the prospective customer. 
The ‘Rate Quotation’ form has been 
provided recognizing the impossibility 
of any individual or organization con- 
ducting national distribution being 
familiar with each and every local con- 
dition, custom or individual desire of 
such warehouse distributing’ agencies; 
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the industry resolves its members shall 
in presenting for consideration quota- 
tions for services give complete and 
accurate information as to charges, 
terms and conditions and factors under 
which traffic shall be handled. It pur- 
poses, therefore, the proposal form as 
a business standard. The use of the 
form is designed so as to accomplish: 


“1. A uniform method of plac- 
ing before prospective clients full 
and complete information. 

“2. To incorporate in a _ stand- 
ard proposal specific data upon 
which the submission is based. 

“3. Specific terms and _ condi- 
tions affecting the handling of the 
proposed traffic. 

“4. To reflect susceptible of 
ready detection local custom or 
individual conditions when stand- 
ard terms and conditions are not 
adhered to. 

“5. To prevent misunderstand- 
ing which might arise because of 
incomplete contract covenants. 

“6. To the end that the contract 
functions in the warehouse indus- 
try shall be handled in a clear 
vusinesslike manner, with the 
dignity carrying assurances which 
its clients expect in view of the 
millions of dollars of merchandise 
collectively entrusted to warehouse 
distributing agencies. To _ estab- 
lish continued satisfactory busi- 
ness relations which are assured 
when a complete meeting of the 
minds of the interested parties is 
accomplished at the inception of 
any individual transaction. 


“Space is provided in the form for 
the entering of all necessary details 
required by the trade and is so set out 
that the eye will immediately discover 
the pertinent information required. 


“The ‘Rate Quotation’ form when 
filled out displays such a vast difference 
from the same material set up in a 
letter and avoids the necessity of words 
of explanation usually contained in a 
letter, that this form should become 
popular with the trade. There is noth- 
ing to prevent the warehouseman from 
enclosing the ‘Rate Quotation’ form 
with a letter embodying any special 
features of service or explanations in 
which it would seem the customer 
might.be interested. : 


“The placing of ‘Terms and Condi- 
tions’ on the reverse side of the ‘Rate 
Quotation’ form brings immediately to 
the attention of the trade the facts under 
which the merchandise will be received 
for storage and should avoid later mis- 
understandings. 


“If the issuing warehouseman desires 
to place on the form his own terms 
and conditions, then the wording ‘Stand- 
ard Terms and Conditions of the Ameri- 
can Warehousemen’s Association’ will 
not appear. 


“In the opinion of the American 
Warehousemen’s Association the ‘Rate 
Quotation’ form will lessen the amount 
of correspondence and bring about a 
quicker understanding of the obligations 
of the shipper and the warehouseman.” 
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Suggestions to Shippers 


TANDARD Forms 123, 124, 125, for 
merchandise and cold storage ware- 
housing. Mutual Benefit Suggestions, 
for elimination of waste. Explanation: 
“Perhaps one of the strongest features 
pertinent to the subject of waste in busi- 
ness and one of extremely mutual inter- 
est to both, shippers and warehousemen, 
is that of having the Bill of Lading and 
manifest or loading sheet in the hands 
of the warehouseman previous to the ar- 
rival of the merchandise at the point of 
unloading or distribution. Failure to do 
this often results in: 


“1. Possibility of demurrage ac- 
cruing. 

“2. Delay in placing merchandise 
in warehouse. 

“3. Inability of warehouseman to 
fill orders and possible loss of a 
sale or cancellation of order. 


“Another matter of mutual interest 
to both shipper and warehouseman is 
the lack of care in unloading. Before 
loading, cars should be first inspected 
for: 

“1. Leaky roofs—floors and walls 

of car properly cleaned. 

“2. Removal of protruding nails, 
bolts, braces, etc. 


“After loading, attention should be 
given to properly brace merchandise in 
the car. 

“The use of the proper shipping con- 
tainers and a plain legible marking of 
consignee’s name and address on pack- 
age, as well as legible package content 
marks, which cannot be chafed off in 
shipping, are matters of vital interest 
and will tend to the elimination of waste 
in business which represents an annual 
loss to American commerce of millions 
of dollars each year. 

“To assist in removing these obstacles 
(which it is believed can be accomplished 
only by constant widespread propa- 
ganda) the American Warehousemen’s 
Association has prepared three stickers 
entitled ‘Mutual Benefit Suggestions.’ 
The stickers are supplied to the ware- 
houseman through the office of the sec- 
retary of the association and are now 
in use, being placed on correspondence 
and other documents sent to shippers, 
in view of correcting the existing evils. 

“If proper cooperation is forthcom- 
ing from shippers, not only can better 
service be given by the warehousing in- 
terests, but merchandise will reach the 
consumer in better condition and mil- 
lions of dollars will be saved annually 
to all concerned, and one of the greatest 
uncalled for wastes in commerce will 
be eliminated.” 

The stickers are three in number, 
headed “Protect Your Interest,” “Help 
Reduce Distribution Costs” and “Legi- 
ble Package Content Marks,” and are 
respectively red, green and blue, each 
2% inches wide and 3 inches deep. 


Over, Short and Damage 


TANDARD Form 115, for merchan- 

dise, cold storage and _ household 
goods warehousing. Over, Short and 
Damage Report. Explanation: 
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“Just as important as the Fire De- 
partment of any city is to its welfare, 
just so important is the record contained 
in a properly laid out Over, Short and 
Damage Report, embodying all the nec- 
essary information properly prepared to 
enable the shipper effectively to present 
his claim to the transportation company. 

“The American Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation believes that the Over, Short and 
Damage report form is prepared in such 
a manner as to give all the interested 
parties the necessary information in full 
details. 

“The association has received many 
congratulatory letters from large ship- 
pers with reference to this form, and it 
also has the approval of the Freight 
Claim Division of the American Railway 
Association.” 


Warehouse Receipts 


TANDARD Forms 102, 103, 119, 120, 

for merchandise and cold storage 
warehousing. Warehouse Receipt (Non- 
Negotiable). Explanation: 

“The Non-Negotiable Warehouse Re- 
ceipt is one of the most important forms 
proposed by the association and is one 
which will perhaps be used more than 
any of the proposed forms, inasmuch as 
its purpose is merely a memorandum 
sent to the owner for property placed 
in storage. The survey made by the 
association eliminated the form hereto- 
fore in general use and known as the 
‘Memorandum of Arrival,’ substituting 
in its place the Non-Negotiable Receipt, 
owing to the fact that both documents 
cover the same purpose. This form, 
as well as that of the Negotiable Ware- 
house Receipt, is fully protected by the 
Uniform Warehouse Receipts Act which 
is in force in practically all of the United 
States. The Non-Negotiable Receipt is 
made to comply with this law, and space 
is provided for all the necessary infor- 
mation for both, shipper and warehouse- 
man, and is made up for general use and 
for goods in bond. The form is printed 
both lengthwise and crosswise of the 
paper. 

“On the reverse side of this form will 
be found the standard terms and condi- 
tions of the American Warehousemen’s 
Association. If the issuing warehouse- 
man desires to place on the receipt his 
own terms and conditions, then the word- 
ing ‘Standard Terms and Conditions of 
the American Warehousemen’s Associa- 
tion’ will not appear.” 

Standard Forms 104, 105, 121, 122, for 
merchandise and cold storage warehous- 
ing. Warehouse Receipt (Negotiable). 
Explanation: 

“The form provided for the Negotia- 
ble Warehouse Receipt is a legally pro- 
tected document and is prepared by ware- 
housemen only upon request. The docu- 
ment when signed by an authorized offi- 
cer of a warehouse corporation usually 
covers property of great value and is 
generally used for obtaining loans—the 
property held in the custody of the ware- 
houseman being the collateral. This doc- 
ument has all of the legal and criminal 
protection thrown about it, all of which 
makes the warehouseman legally and

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Simplification of Warehouse Forms 


By R. M. Hudson 
Chief, Division of Simplified Practice, U. S. Department of Commerce 


HE essentials of modern service are speed, 

accuracy and satisfaction. No one of these 

can be sacrificed to the other. If we are to 
make distribution even more efficient we must all 
cooperate in those efforts designed to give better 
service, more prompt delivery, and greater “all- 
around” satisfaction to our customers. Manufac- 
turers, merchants, transportation companies, all 
recognize this fundamental truth, and are daily 
demonstrating their belief in its practical value 
by the more intensive efforts they are all making 
to keep the world’s goods steadily flowing through 
the various channels of trade. 

Warehousing is so rapidly being recognized as an 
important link in that great chain of distribution 
extending from the initial producer to the ulti- 
mate consumer that all engaged in this vital “Ser- 
vice of Supply” must conserve their time, their 
energy, and their resources—if they are to cope 
successfully with the ever-increasing task of de- 
livering the goods as, and when, wanted. 

Warehousemen must take advantage of every 
opportunity to eliminate waste in their present 
methods. Economic necessity demands waste of 
every sort be cut to the irreducible minimum. 

There is perhaps no greater opportunity for 
improving service to all concerned than in the 
simplification of warehouse forms. 


MAGINE the difficulties bankers had before the 
American Bankers Association simplified 
dimensions of checks. 

Picture the depreciation in the quality of ser- 
vice rendered by our banks if our currency were 
as varied in shape, size, color and denomination as 
is Kuropean paper money. 

Yet the average warehouse today is far worse 
off than the receiving teller in any Continental 
Exchange Bank with the tremendous diversity in 
the forms heaped upon him by the shippers em- 
ploying his services. | 

Years ago railroads began to develop standard 
interline forms to eliminate waste in their routine. 
For more than thirty years the Railway Account- 
ing Officers’ Association has advocated the adop- 
tion of through way-billing for all interline ship- 
ments. It is said that this would materially reduce 
delays to traffic at junction points, and save at 
least $20,000,000 annually to the carriers for clerk 
hire and in undercharges due to errors in way- 
billing. 

The adoption of standard warehouse forms, ac- 
ceptable alike to shippers, bankers, and ware- 
housemen, ought to save those interests fully as 
much as this, if not more, each year. 

Clerks trained to handle one standard set of 
forms are far less likely to make errors than if 
they are required to know the intricacies of a 
hundred different forms. Errors cost somebody 


time and money to correct. Human beings are 
not infallible, but their weakness should not be 
aggravated by imposing on them unnecessary 
complications which only encourage rather than 
forestall inaccuracy, confusion, and consequent 
dissatisfaction to all concerned. 

Considering the present cumulative cost of the 
great variety of forms used in the warehouses the 
country over, there can be no question of the 
economies possible through using standard forms 
obtainable from a few reliable sources of supply. 
Quantity purchasing of paper, and printing by 
millions instead of by thousands, means relatively 
lower costs for the standard forms. 

Then there is the probable saving in decreased 
litigation and similar costs, many of which are 
avoidable by the use of standardized, widely 
understood, and widely accepted nomenclature, 
terminology and phraseology. 

This subject is a fascinating one, as its many 
advantages and benefits toward bettering service 
unfold; but space prevents further discussion of 
those points. 


HERE is one phase of the subject which de- 

mands special consideration. Some shipper 
may say, “All very fine for the warehouseman; 
but what will I gain?” Well, first, there’s the 
freedom from all those annoying, bothersome, and 
harassing delays you now enjoy (?) when your 
local printer is out of the paper you prefer, or is 
so busy on work in hand that he can’t get out that 
rush order you put up to him because your supply 
clerk failed to order the new lot in time. 

Standard forms mean you won't have to (unless 
you want to) ship a stock of forms to each dis- 
tributing point. Your warehouseman can easily 
keep a stock on hand which he obtains direct from 
the national printing headquarters. 

Then; too, you have the advantage of knowing 
the “National Standard Form” is just as accept- 
able, just as negotiable, in Maine as it is in Cali- 
fornia. You don’t have to worry over its wording 
to know whether it is generally applicable the 
country over. 

Not only that, but whatever you do to help your 
warehouseman operate his business more efficiently 
and economically the more efficiently and eco- 
nomically he can serve you! He cannot do that 
now with several hundred different styles and sizes 
of forms to handle from as many different cus- 
tomers. 

If you believe in so packing your goods as to 
avoid damage in transit, isn’t it just as logical to 
so handle the clerical transactions at your several 
distributing points as to minimize confusion, and 
consequent error and loss or delay? 

You recognize the desirability of lowering dis- 
tribution costs to meet competition and to enlarge 
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your circle of distribution. Isn’t it evident that 
simplification and_ standardization of _ forms, 
methods, and practices help to reduce costs and 
save waste? 

Why did the railroads standardize their gages? 

Why are the same electric lamps used in Port- 
land, Maine, as in Portland, Oregon? 

Why are the railroads working out plans for 
standard box cars? 

All because standardization facilitates and ex- 
pedites distribution, makes for economy, improves 
service, eliminates waste, and insures greater 
satisfaction. 


That’s what Simplification of Warehouse Forms 
means to the shipper, the banker, the warehouse- 
man, and the great American consumer. 

The Department of “Commerce indorses and 
supports the efforts of those groups, in any line, 
which are definitely trying to improve their ser- 
vice to industry, trade, and the public. That’s 
why we are so interested in this specific endeavor 
of the warehousing and distributing associations, 
which is so obviously in the interest of better 
business and better service. 

We want to see this constructive effort succeed. 
We are glad of this opportunity to co-operate.

housing received from a nationally known manufacturing company characterizing the sim- 

plification efforts of the American Warehousemen’s Association as being equivalent to a 
movement by merchandise storage executives to obtain higher rates on goods stored for national 
distributors. 

“To the writer,” the letter from the nationally known manufacturing company reads in part, 
“standardization of warehouse forms and methods means an advance in storage costs.” 

It will be recalled that in the July issue of Distribution & Warehousing announcement was 
made that Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, would call a national conference of shippers, 
to be held in Washington in September. This conference, set for Sept. 24, will consider the forms 
and methods which the American Warehousemen’s Association approved at its Houston conven- 
tion in January after a special simplification committee, headed by A. H. Greeley of Cleveland, 
had labored nearly two years perfecting those forms and methods. 

The letter to Distribution & Warehousing from the nationally known manufacturing com- 
pany, in effect questioning the good faith of the Greeley committee in its efforts, followed the 
announcement that Mr. Hoover would invite shippers to Washington to go over the simplified 
forms and methods. 

The text of the manufacturer’s letter was placed before Mr. Hudson, with a request that he 
prepare a reply for publication in Distribution & Warehousing, the thought being that other 
shippers might be holding the same opinion. 

It may be stated here that the letter submitted to Mr. Hudson is the only one which Distri- 
bution & Warehousing has received in criticism of the simplification movement. The text of 
that letter follows: 

“No doubt this simplification conference is going to be held regardless of the writer’s 
views. That is all right, of course. To me, however, this is a warehousing proposition, and 
I feel that the shippers are going to be gathered at Washington to put the rubber stamp of 
approval on the warehousemen’s plans for standardization, and to the writer standardization 
means an advance in storage costs. 

“The trend of distribution costs is constantly higher, regardless of the fact that all other 
things have had a downward tendency in recent years. What difference does it make if there 

. are hundreds of varieties of forms now in use in the American scheme of distribution? Re- 
gardless of the forms that are used they’! must be printed somewhere, and so long as they serve 
our purpose why is it any business of Secretary Hoover or anybody else? 

“We will repeat that to us the efforts of the warehouses at standardization are aimed at 
only the one thing of higher charges. 

“At the present time the writer does not know whether this company can afford to have 
a representative at the conference, and, on the other hand, we do not know if we can afford 
not to have a representative there. 

“Some day when you get some spare time you might advise wherein the [name of company | 
are going to be saved any money if these forms are adopted.” 

Mr. Hudson, in his reply beginning on the opposite page, undertakes to answer the points 
set down in the foregoing letter. 

To the shipper who has any question in his mind as to the constructive value of the Amer- 
ican Warehousemen’s Association’s simplification movement, a careful reading of Mr. Hudson’s 
statement is earnestly recommended. 


- HE foregoing statement by Mr. Hudson is a reply to a letter which Distribution & Ware- 
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O Mr. Greeley, chairman of the simplification committee, a copy of the shipper’s foregoing 
letter was shown also. Here is a reply from Mr. Greeley prepared for Distribution & 
Warehousing: 

“It is extremely hard for me to believe that any successful business man would make the 
statement that any policy of standardization would in any way increase the price of production. 
I am sure that in the statement that you will receive from Mr. Hudson on this subject you will 
be told of actual cases where as the result of standardization the cost of production has been re- 
duced. 

“It is hard to believe that in the negotiations which Secretary Hoover carried on with the 
brick manufacturers in standardization—where, I believe, 27 different varieties of brick were 
eliminated—the cost of production was not correspondingly reduced. I am sure that the stand- 
ardization of nuts, bolts, agricultural implements, and practically every line of commerce stand- 
ardization, has resulted in the lowering of the cost of commodities. 

“I believe that I have attended most every meeting of the committees of the American Ware- 
housemen’s Association where the subject of standardization of forms has been discussed and at 
no meeting and at no time has the question of standardization been connected with an increase 
in storage rates. The thought to me is too absurd even to warrant comment. 

“Perhaps your friend will be able to give us a line of thought that has not heretofore come to 
any warehouseman, whereby we can find an excuse for raising the rates on account of the stand- 
ardizing of forms. I sincerely hope that your friend, whoever he may be, will attend the Hoover 
conference and bring that subject up at the meeting, and if you will give me his name, and he is 
present at the meeting, I will certainly see that he is properly dragged over the platform and 
made to discuss the idea he has advanced. I think that a prominent national shipper who holds 
such an idea should be scrutinized very carefully by the executives of the organization in which 
he is employed. I can picture the man referred to as the type of traffic manager or sales man- 
ager who is always trying to cut down the warehousemen from obtaining a fair rate for the 
services rendered and I have no doubt that were his name revealed and twenty warehousemen 
could be assembled in one room for discussion, each would find that at some time or other he 
had had some very unsatisfactory correspondence regarding the rate situation with the shipper in 
question. 

“T wish your friend could point out to me the names of warehousemen who are becoming 
wealthy from their effort put forth in the storage business. I know of no line of honest en- 
deavor where honest, practical, well-trained minds are working for the development of an in- 
dustry with as little remuneration as are engaged in the storage business of the United States, 
and I have personally heard many say within the past few months that the hardship incident to 
obtaining proper rates to make their business remunerative is such a difficult task that they are 
seriously considering getting out of the business. 

“T think that the kind and type of men who are engaged in the storage business throughout the 
United States are the kind of men who should be receiving from two to three times the remuner- 
ation derived from the storage revenue as exists today, and it would seem to me that, as time 
goes on, if warehousemen are obliged to deal with and receive support from men of the type re- 
ferred to in your letter, the day is not far distant when the business will be conducted by men 
of a much lower plane than those engaged in the business today. 

“T hate to feel that after the hours and hours of work and the money I have personally spent 
for the benefit of the committee upon which I have endeavored so earnestly so serve, I must now 
be accused of doing something from a mercenary viewpoint. 

“I am most pleased, now that this question has come up, that the very first words of the re- 
port of the committee submitted at Houston start as they do, and I would be most pleased to 
| have you ask your friend to read the first paragraph of the preface of the committee report— 
every word of which is my thought.” 

The paragraph to which Mr. Greeley alludes reads: 

“In its unselfish desire to assist the warehousemen of the United States to improve their ser- 
vice to the public and maintain the warehouse industry in the front ranks of commerce and have 
the service at all times function with the requirements of the trade the American Warehouse- 
men’s Association has for years in all of the branches of its activities been striving to educate 
its members in a scientific manner to provide as near as possible a perfect functioning industry. 
Information valuable in character has been broadcast to its members, thus giving to those en- 
gaged in warehousing a broader knowledge with which to conduct their business—believing 
that with a more thorough understanding of the business better service could be rendered and 
the business of warehousing elevated to a higher plane and thereby assist in maintaining the 
business of warehousing on a par with other lines of industry.” 
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criminally liable for the safe delivery of 
the merchandise covered by the receipt, 
and, therefore, becomes a document which 
requires special service and special su- 
pervision of the property.” 

(Here appears the same “Terms and 
Conditions” explanation as set down in 
the foregoing in connection with the non- 
negotiable receipt.) 


Filling Orders 


TANDARD Form 101, for merchan- 

dise and cold storage warehousing. 
Notice of Orders Filled, having to do 
with the dray receipts and bills of lad- 
ing. Explanation: 

“These forms permit of the use of 
manifold devices, and the complete set 
can be made with one writing, whether 
done by hand, typewriter or special ma- 
chine, and may also include the Bill of 
Lading when desired. The standardiza- 
tion of this set of forms brings to the 
shipper and warehouseman memorandum 
of deliveries of standard size, together 
with Bills of Lading of the same size, 
and makes possible a universal standard 
operation. 

“The American Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation believes that in being able to com- 
bine the following seven operations into 
one much has been accomplished in the 
way of the elimination of waste: 


“Part No. 1—OQffice record, to be 
returned to office for filing as a 
permanent office record. 

“Part No. 2—Notice of delivery 
—to be mailed to storer with Bill 
of Lading (if out-of-town ship- 
ment). 

“Part No. 3—Delivery order—to 
be held by delivery clerks as au- 
thority for delivery. 

“Part No. 4—Driver’s copy—to 
be presented to drivers for local 
delivery. 

“Part Nos. 5, 6, 7—Standard 
form of Bill of Lading.” 


Invoice and Stock Report 
TANDARD Form 117, for merchan- 


dise, cold storage and household 
goods warehousing. Invoice. Explana- 
tion: 

“The form of invoice proposed is in- 
tended for service not covered by the 
combined stock report and invoice, and 
is also intended to cover instances in 
which -the invoice portion of the com- 
bined form, while adaptable, is not used. 
The set-up of the form is self-explana- 
tory.” 

Standard Form 118, for merchandise 
and cold storage warehousing. Com- 
bined Stock Report and Invoice. Ex- 
planation: 

“The preparation of this form is the 
result of careful study and survey of 
over 100 forms of stock reports used by 
warehousemen and distributors. The 
forms now in general use have been pre- 
pared to meet individual use. Numerous 
large distributors are using forms assem- 
bled in a manner to meet their own re- 
quirements, which forms they furnish to 
various warehousemen with whom they 
store their products. Obviously the re- 
sulting present condition is unsatisfac- 
tory both to the warehouseman and the 
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customer. The warehouseman, in addi- 
tion to using his own particular form of 
stock report, is required to adapt his ac- 
counting methods to the use of a di- 
versified number of forms furnished him 
by certain of his customers. A national 
distributor who uses the service of a 
large number of warehouses receives 
various kinds and sizes of stock reports 
or furnishes warehousemen with his own 
form. The variety of forms of stock 
reports now in use exceed in the aggre- 
gate the total number of warehousemen 
using stock reports. The association in 
its deliberation has obtained the advice 
of national distributors. 

“The approved form contains suffi- 
cient data to explain its use. It has been 
prepared in the belief that it covers the 
requirements of both storers and ware- 
housemen, and when universally adopted 
will adequately take the place of the 
almost infinite variety of forms now in 
use.” 

Household Goods Forms 


6 ‘- preparing the forms for the han- 

dling of household goods,” the re- 
port points out, “the National Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association has joined 
with the American Warehousemen’s As- 
sociation in working out the set of forms 
presented, which are, viz.: 


“Standard Form 106—Non-Nego- 
tiable Receipt (in triplicate). 

“Standard Form 107 — Packing 
Ticket. 

“Standard Form 108—Storage 
Order and Agreement. 

“Standard Form 109—Signature 
and Identification Card. 

“Standard Form 111 — Tally 
Sheet (in duplicate). 

“Standard Form 112—Additional 
Tally Sheet (in duplicate). 

“Standard Form 113 — Goods 
Added to Storage (in duplicate). 

“Standard Form 114—Delivery 
Receipt (in duplicate). 


“It is believed by the officers of both, 
the National Furniture Warehousemen’s 
Association and the American Ware- 
housemen’s Association, that the stand- 
ardizing of the forms used in the stor- 
age of household goods will greatly im- 
prove the conditions now surrounding 
the storage of household goods in the 


_United States and be productive of a 


better understanding between the house- 
hold warehousemen and their customers, 
and it is fully expected that the benefits 
which will accrue to those concerned will 
equal in service that accomplished for 
the merchandise and cold storage ware- 
housemen and their customers.” 

Some of the household goods forms 
selected are those which the National 
Furniture Warehousemen’s Association 
has standardized at its conventions since 
it was organized several years ago. The 
non-negotiable receipt was worked out 
recently by cooperative committees work- 
ing for the N. F. W. A. and the A. W. A. 
Adoption of these forms generally by 
the furniture branch of the industry is 
significant by reason of the circumstance 
that the A. W. A. has a household goods 
division and is thus meeting the N. F. 
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W. A. halfway, in this simplification 
movement, by putting into use certain 
forms already approved by the N. F. 
W. A. 


Conclusion 


FTER the Washington conference of 
Sept. 24 has been held, the Ameri- 
can Warehousemen’s Association will 
send to all groups concerned—the 500 
trade associations, the 250 representa- 
tives of railroads, banks and editorial 
offices, and the approximately 5000 na- 
tional distributors—a “follow-up” letter. 
This communication will emphasize and 
supplement the efforts which the De- 
partment of Commerce will make, sub- 
sequent to the conference, to have the 
various forms universally put into use. 
One day prior to the Washington meet- 
ing the A. W. A. simplification commit- 
tee will assemble in Washington to work 
out the final details for the conference. 
These will include an address by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover; and talks 
by the presiding officer, Gardner Poole, 
president of the A. W. A.; Mr. Hudson, 
chief of the Division of Simplified Prac- 
tice; Mr. Greeley, chairman of the A. 
W. A. simplification committee, and Alvin 
E. Dodd, manager of the Domestic Dis- 
tribution Department of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States. 

The A. W. A. simplification committee 
comprises Mr. Greeley, chairman; Mr. 
Poole, ex-officio; J. Earle Bacon, Provi- 
dence, R. I.; P. L. Gerhardt, New York; 
J. W. Glenn, Buffalo; S. M. Green, Jr., 
Petersburg, Va.; T. A. Jackson, Chi- 
cago; H. C. Lewis, New York; W. W. 
Morse, Minneapolis; C. J. Neal, Cleve-

At various times during the past two 
years there have been identified with 
the committee R. T. Blauvelt, East 
Orange, N. J.; W. C. Bright, New York; 
L. T. Crutcher, Kansas City and Cleve- 
land; C. C. Daniel, Cleveland; H. L. Hal- 
verson, Minneapolis; R. C. Stokell, Chi- 
cago, and W. H. Tumbrink, St. Louis.

Highway Freight Inquiry 


An appraisal of various important 
commercial centers of the United States 
as highway freighting pivots will be un- 
dertaken by the division of highway 
economics of the United States Bureau 
of Public Roads. This work will be 
started with a survey of highway 
freighting centering at Chicago which 
has been ordered by Prof. J. G. McKay, 
chief of the division.

Moot Small-Lots Regulation, Long Misunderstood by National Distributors, 


Is Explained in Detail by Warehousemen. 


New Text, Based on Cost 


Studies, Defines Service and Responsibility of Illinois Storage Executives 


costs attributable to the handling and storage of 

goods in small volume or in extensive assortment, or 
both, through Chicago’s merchandise warehouses, as com- 
pared with the movement of goods in larger volume and 
very little assortment, the Illinois Association of Ware- 
housemen, comprising largely commercial storage execu- 
tives in Chicago, has revised the Terms and Conditions 
which apply to the conduct of the merchandise warehouse- 
men’s business in that distribution center. 

Except in the case of Rule 6—which covers small lots, 
varieties and individual package delivery—the revision 
consists primarily of a more orderly arrangement of the 
subject matter and of the re-wording of some of the rules 
with a view to greater clarity. 

Inasmuch as these Terms and Conditions apply for 
the most part to the warehouseman’s business of distri- 
buting commodities for manufacturing companies, these 
revised texts are of interest to traffic managers as well 
as to men engaged in the storage business generally. 

Rule 6 has been especially bothersome to the traffic 


FTER a year of intensive and careful study of the 


representatives and has been the subject of much mis- 
understanding and contention between the national dis- 
tributor and the warehouseman in the past. Regarding 
the revision of Section (a) of Rule 6, Wilson V. Little, 
president of the Illinois Association of Warehousemen, 
makes this comment: 

“In Rule 6 (a), the storage revenue determining the 
application of the base storage rate has been reduced 
from $5 to $3, and the percentage of increase has been 
changed from 50 per cent to 100 per cent. In Rule 6 (b), 
relating to packages deliverable according to a specified 
and individual number for each package, the percentage 
of increase has been changed from 50 per cent to 100 
per cent. 

“It is contemplated that very little, if any, increase in 
revenue will accrue to the warehouse company from the 
revised Rule 6 (a). While the storer may pay more for 
some of the smaller lots of goods warehoused, the reduc- 
tion of the minimum from $5 to $3 will enable him to 
store more lots at the base rates, and without any in- 
crease, than heretofore.”

N order that Rule 6 might be inter- 

preted from the standpoint of long 
warehousing experience, the _ Illinois 
association conducted a prize contest 
among its members, and the three win- 
ning texts were turned in respectively 
by Roy H. Lumpp, secretary of the Great 
Central Warehouse Co.; William J. 
Buchanan, manager of distribution of 
Griswold & Walker, Inc., and Wilson V. 
Little, the association’s president, who 
is superintendent of the Western Ware- 
housing Co. 

Unquestionably these three _ texts 
possess educational value as explana- 
tions of a moot question and with that 
thought in mind Distribution & Ware- 
housing herewith presents them in full 
for the information of shipper and 
storage executive. First, however, the 
revised Rule 6 reads as follows: 

“(a) The base storage rate will apply 
on merchandise of a single mark, size, or 
variety received, or remaining in store, 
in one lot, provided that there is a 
quantity sufficient to produce thereby a 
revenue of not less than $3.00 per month 
or fraction thereof. When, however, 
the quantity is such that the application 
of the base rate thereto produces a 
revenue of less than $3.00 per month or 
fraction thereof, the rate will be in- 
creased 100%; but the revenue result- 


RULE 6 EXPLAINED 
FOR SHIPPERS 


ISUN DERSTANDING, by 
4 national distributors, of the 
meaning and purposes of Rule 6 
of the warehousemen’s Terms and 
Conditions which are effective in 
various parts of the country, has 
long been a root of controversy 
between traffic manager and stor- 
age executive. 

Rule 6 of the Terms and Condi- 
tions operative in Chicago has 
been radically revised. 

From the viewpoint of the 
shipper the revised Rule 6 is here 
interpreted in texts prepared by 
representatives of three of the 
leading warehouse companies in 
Chicago. 

Years of warehousing expe- 
rience, with particular relation to 
cost studies, has developed Rule 
6 scientifically, just as it has the 
other Terms and Conditions. 

The explanations here set down 
serve to clarify the moot Rule 6 
for the national distributor, and 
the newcomer into warehousing 
will find them equally worth while. 








“(b) On all goods which must be 
delivered by serial number or specified 
package, both the handling and storage 
rates will be increased 100%.” 

The texts of each of the three prize- 
winning explanations of Rule 6 is, it 
will be noted, phrased as_ though 
addressed to a shipper who had made 
inquiry for an interpretation of the 
rule in relation to his own commodity 
distributed through a Chicago ware- 
house. 

The text by Mr. Lumpp reads: 

“In reply to your inquiry we give you 
below an explanation of Rule 6, to- 
gether with a description of the manner 
in which monthly billings against your 
account will be affected by the change. 

“You will recall our original quota- 
tion listed base rates on your products 
and were computed on the basis of stor- 
ing a volume of each mark or variety 
large enough to occupy a certain 
quantity of space, it being essential that 
each mark or variety be piled separately 
in store and kept accessible for with- 
drawals at all times. It is obvious, 
therefore, that after a lot has been 
partially withdrawn, the space formerly 
occupied must remain vacant until such 
time as the entire lot is depleted and a 
new lot of merchandise entered in its 
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place, and it is to partially compensate 

for the unused space thus occurring that 

the remainder of stocks are assessed an 
increased rate. 

“In comparing the space occupied by 
assorted merchandise against’ that 
occupied by a bulk lot we ask that you 
consider, for illustration, a number of 
packages measuring 1 ft. x 1 ft. x 1 ft. 
Seven hundred packages of this size, 
piled to a height of seven feet would 
occupy 100 square feet of space, but 
were the same packages to be received 
in varied lots of 50 each, by piling to 
the same height and allowing a small 
aisle space between piles, only six of 
the smaller lots or 300 packages could 
be stored in the same 100 square feet of 
space. Again you will see the neces- 
sity of assessing the smaller lots of 
merchandise so that some revenue may 
be derived from the waste space thus 
created. 

“In applying this rule the full 100% 
increase in rate will be billed only when 
the base rate applied brings the charge 
to $1.50 or less. For instance, on an 
item of five packages bearing a base 
rate of 20 cents the charge would be 
$2.00, which is a full 100% increase, the 
resulting amount still being less than 
$3.00. An item of ten packages, how- 
ever, which billed under the same rate 
of 20 cents would also fall below $3.00, 
would be increased only 50% or enough 
to bring the charge up to $3.00. 

“The second part of Rule 6 applies to 
those portions of your stocks which are 
being ordered out of the warehouse by 
serial number. As you are aware, each 
time we are required to deliver a pack- 
age bearing a certain number some re- 
handling and shifting of stocks is 
requisite to gain access to the package 
desired, and this occurring in nearly all 
instances of delivery compels us to 
assess a double handling charge to 
cover the extra labor involved. In like 
manner, the stocks must be so placed 
in store to allow for sufficient trucking 
space and room for handling over such 
packages, thereby consuming twice the 
amount of space used by an ordinary or 
consolidated lot of merchandise. 

“The new ruling calling for an in- 
erease of 100% on items billing less 
than $3.00 supplants the present rule 
of a 50% increase on all items billing 
less than $5.00. We are certain the 
new rule will be found preferable, as a 
considerable number of items appearing 
on your invoices fall between the two 
amounts, and will not, under the new 
ruling, bear any increase whatever, but 
the smaller lots will be properly assessed 
at a percentage more in accordance with 
their requirements.” 

The Rule 6 explanation by Mr. 
Buchanan is as follows: 

“The following is offered in explana- 
tion of Rule 6 (a) which is being applied 
to several small lots of merchandise 
stored for your account: 

“The warehouseman sells nothing but 
space and service and stores a large 
variety of commodities. No two of his 
many customers require exactly the 
Same service under exactly the same 
conditions. It is obvious, therefore, that 
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rates for storage and service will be fair 
to all customers and to all commodities 
only when made with strict regard for 
the cost of facilities used and service 
required. It is equally obvious that any 
condition creating excessive demand on 
either space or service must be reflected 
in a higher charge. 

“Unit volume is a cost factor which 
cannot be ignored in any activity, either 
industrial or commercial. This is par- 
ticularly true in warehousing, for in no 
other industry is cost more susceptible 
to the influence of volume. The extent 
of this influence is clearly shown by the 
following comparison: 

A lot of 1,000 identical cases will be 
readily accessible if stored in a single 
pile with an aisle frontage of ten feet, 
and the space released by withdrawals 
will be available for immediate 
occupancy by other commodities. One 
thousand cases comprising ten varieties 
of 100 cases each must be separated 
into ten accessible piles requiring an 
aisle frontage of not less than thirty 
feet. Withdrawals are relatively small 
in volume and the space released is not 
available for other use until the entire 
lot is withdrawn. 

“Here we have an excessive demand 
for space which must be recognized by 
our rates. Obviously an average rate 
on the two 1,000-case lots would be un- 
duly preferential to the mixed lot and 
prejudicial to the single lot. It is the 
intent of Rule 6 (a) to equalize storage 
revenue with this excessive space re- 
quirement and preserve the proper rela- 
tion between cost and rates. 

“Heretofore we have assumed that a 
lot of merchandise, as indicated by 
brand, mark or variety, on which the 
monthly storage revenue is less than 
$5.00, involves excessive space require- 
ments which have been equalized by 
imposing an increase of 50% in the rate 
with a maximum billing of $5.00 per 
lot. This assumption was based on 
experience confirmed by frequent studies 
of costs and conditions. 

“It. now appears that we have, to 
some extent, adjusted our operations to 
smaller volume, for recent cost studies 
indicate that the average lot producing 
a monthly storage revenue of from $3.00 
to $5.00 is economically accommodated 
by our present arrangement of aisles 
and method of piling, while the excessive 
space requirements of the lot producing 
monthly revenue of less than $3.00 is 
not adequately represented by an in- 
crease of 50% over the normal rate. 

“We feel that it is only fair that this 
condition be recognized by a revision of 
Rule 6 (a) under which no increase will 
be made on lots that produce revenue in 
excess of $3.00 per month, while an in- 
crease of 100% will be made in the 
rate on lots producing monthly revenue 
of less than $3.00. 

“These facts are not offered in defense 
but in explanation of a well established 
economic principle which, we are sure, 
will meet with your approval.” 

The text prepared by Mr. 
reads: 

“We take pleasure in replying to your 
inquiry asking us to explain the reason 


Little 
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for our Rule 6 (a) and how it operates 
in connection with your account with 
us. 

“In your own business you have found 
that the marketing cost for selling goods 
in various quantities increases as the 
size of your customers’ orders decreases. 
So you add to a fixed ‘quantity price’ 
various percentages of increase and 
establish a scale of prices for smaller 
quantities based upon your known costs 
of marketing them. 

“Our storage costs tell us that we 
must receive for a solid pile of your 
cereals 7% feet high and covering 
66 2/3 square feet of floor space a 
storage revenue of $5.00, the figure 
appearing in Rule 6 (a) as determining 
the application of the base or ‘quantity’ 
rates. The package storage rates quoted 
in our previous letter are our base rates 
—our ‘quantity prices,’ so to speak. We 
give you these rates on any one of your 
cereals in a given sized carton when 
there are sufficient of these cartons in a 
consignment to permit their being piled 
to our standard pile height of 7% 
feet and to consume 66 2/3 square feet 
of floor space, or more. 

“When sizes and brands occupy less 
space per size or brand, or do not permit 
a 7%4-foot pile, you are buying space 
from us in what we consider small quan- 
tities, and our rates therefor are deter- 
mined by the increase provided for in 
Rule 6 (a). It is intended that the in- 
crease over the base package rates will 
partially, at least, take care of the ex- 
cessive aisle space that you know is 
required for convenient access to your 
extensive assortment, as well as to pro- 
vide for the loss of space in the pile 
when your goods do not pile, because of 
small volume, to the standard 7%4-foot 
height upon which our base or quantity 
rates are computed. 

“Now, as to how Rule 6 (a) is 
applied. The $5.00 mentioned does not 
mean that we must receive $5.00 or more 
for each one of your lines, nor does it 
mean that the increase over the base 
rates is always 50%. It simply means 
that if we do not receive a storage 
revenue of $5.00 on a particular line in 
a given consignment, the base storage 
rates will not apply thereon, but 
will be increased from a trifle to 50% 
above the base, depending entirely upon 
the number of cartons in that line in 
store, since no increase is computed to 
produce in excess of the $5.00. For ex- 
ample, your Zo-Zo 72’s take a base rate 
of 5 cents per carton. If there are 100 
cartons on hand in a lot on a billing 
date, the charge on them is $5.00 at the 
base rate, there being no increase 
necessary. Since the increase is not 
computed above $5.00, it will cost you 
$5.00 for any number of cartons from 
67 to 100, and the rate per carton 
established will vary a little above the 
base of 5 cents to close to 7% cents. 
When 66 cartons or less are in store, the 
full 50% increase is applied, and the 
rate per carton is 7% cents, since at the 
increased rate the revenue produced 
does not exceed $5.00. 

“On June ist we are reducing the 
$5.00 minimum to $3.00, as determining 
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the application of the base rates, and 
are changing the percentage of increase 
from 50 to 100%. This means that 
the base rates quoted you will apply on 
any one of your cereals in a given sized 
carton, providing the cartons thereof 
are sufficient to occupy 40 square feet 
when piled solid and 7% feet high. You 
will observe that you will be able to 
store more lots at the base rates since 
the required occupancy is reduced from 
66 2/3 square feet to 40 square feet. 

“Cost studies conducted for several 
months past have shown us that the 
very small lots and those in great 
assortment were not paying all they 
should for the large amount of aisle 
space required and for the lost space due 
to low pile heights. Hence, the percent- 
age of increase on them was changed 
from 50 to 100%. 

“These changes in Rule 6 (a) are 
simply a more accurate adjustment in 
our rating system, and it is contem- 
plated that very little, if any, additional 
revenue will accrue to us from them. 

“The establishment of storage rates 
with us is not a hit-or-miss, guesswork 
process. Years of careful study have 
been given to formulating scientific 
computing tables and classifications to 
be used in connection with the commodi- 
ties we warehouse. It is only with such 
devices that you will be able to get 
rates that are just both to you and to 
the warehouseman. The development of 
scientific rating systems is only one of 
the phases in the evolution of the old- 
time storage operation into the modern 
warehousing establishments that you 
recognize as an important agency in the 
marketing of your products. 

“Please do not hesitate to consult with 
us further about this matter, or any 
other subject in connection with which 
you may think we can be of assistance 
to you.” 


Service Defined 


HE modern warehouseman, it is ex- 

plained in connection with the revised 
Terms and Conditions, is called upon to 
perform widely varied services to meet 
the individual distributing needs of his 
customer. And— 

“Some require only the original stor- 
age and in-and-out handling services; 
others require, in addition, reshipping, 
weighing, sorting, packing, etc., or 
special services in connection with small 
lots. In order that each customer may 
be charged only for the services his 
particular business requires, it has been 
found desirable to establish base rates 
for the regular handling and storage 
services required by all customers and 
separate charges for additional services 
if, and when, performed.” 

The Terms and Condition, accord- 
ingly, define the service and responsi- 
bility contemplated under the base rates 
and provide for the charges to be made 
for additional service requirements. 
The revised Terms and Conditions fol- 
low: 


General 


HANDLING. Rulel. Base handling rates 
cover the receiving of merchandise in good 
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condition from street vehicles or cars at 
the warehouse, handling into the warehouse 
and making delivery, in original packages, 
to shipping platforms. These charges do 
not cover any additional labor required in 
weighing, marking, sorting, inspecting, 
recording weights and gauges, coopering, etc., 
or delivery onto street vehicles or into cars. 
Handling charges will be billed with the 
first month’s storage charges. 


STORAGE . CHARGES. Rule 2. (a) 
Storage rates are per month or part thereof, 
dating from receipt of the first package and 
covering from that date up to, but not in- 
cluding, the same date of the following 
month. All charges become due when biilled 
and the warehouse may refuse delivery of 
goods until charges are paid. When changes 
are made in storage charges the new rates 
will apply on all goods received on or after 
the effective date and upon the next monthly 
billing date upon goods in storage on the 
effective date. 


EXPIRING DATES. (b) When goods in 
storage are transferred on the books of the 
warehouse from one party to another, a new 
storage date is established on the date of 
the transfer. When goods in storage are 
ordered to be loaded out by car, a reason- 
able time shall be given to secure railroad 
equipment and inability of the warehouse to 
effect delivery before expiring storage date 


shall not prevent assessing the _ storage 
charge for another month. 
STORAGE PERIOD. (c) Unless. other- 


wise provided, all commodities are stored on 
month to month basis, and the warehouse- 
man has the right to require the removal of 
any lot within thirty days from the next 
storage date. 


RESPONSIBILITY. Rule 3.. (a) A 
warehouseman’s responsibility for storage 
and handling is limited by the laws of the 
State. 

Ali goods are stored at owner’s risk of 
loss or damage by acts of God, civil or mili- 
tary authority, insurrection, riot, strikes, or 
enemies of the government; or by sprinkler 
leakage; or by change of temperature, flood, 
wind, storm, fire, moths, corruption, or 
depredation by rats, mice or vermin; or by 
any cause not originating in the warehouse 
or by any cause beyond the control of the 
warehouseman. No responsibility will be 
assumed for loss in weight. for breakage or 
for insufficient cooperage, boxing, crating or 
packing or for wear and tear. A warehouse- 
man shall not be held responsible for loss 
of goods by leakage or through, failure to 
detect same or for concealed damage. All 
storage and handling charges must be paid 
on goods lost or damaged by any of the 
above causes. 


VALUE. (b) Liability for loss or 
damage shall be limited to the actual value 
of the goods stored; and in no case shall 
the liability exceed 500 times the base 
storage rate unless an excess value is 
declared by the storer at the time the goods 
are stored. There will be a charge of 2-10 
of 1% per month on the excess valuation in 
addition to the base storage rate. 


TELEPHONE ORDERS. (c) The ware- 
houseman shall not be held responsible, for 
loss or error occasioned through taking 
orders by telephone. 


GROSS WEIGHTS. Rule 4. Where 
goods are rated by weight, the actual gross 
weight will be used except that standard 
gross weights will apply on Canned Foods 
in both cases and cartons as specified in the 
tariff. 


DEMURRAGE. Rule 5. Cars consigned

to warehouse without previous arrangement 
will be subject to any accruing demurrage 
charges. 


Minimum Billings 


SMALL LOTS VARIETIES AND INDI- 
VIDUAL PACKAGE DELIVERY. Rule 6. 
(a) The base storage rate will apply on 
merchandise of a _ single mark, size, or 
variety received, or remaining in store, in 
one lot, provided that there is a quantity 
sufficient to produce thereby a revenue of 
not less than $3.00 per month or fraction 
thereof. When, however, the quantity is 
such that the application of the base rate 
thereto produces a revenue of less than $3.00 
per month or fraction thereof, the rate will 
be increased 100% ; but the revenue resulting 
from a base rate thus increased shall not 
exceed $3.00. 

(b) On all goods which must be delivered 
by serial number or specified package, both 
the handling and storage rates will be in- 
creased 100%. 


EXCESS DELIVERIES. Rule 7. Hand- 
ling rates permit one delivery without extra 
charge for each ton of goods received under 
one lot number. When the total number 
of deliveries exceeds the total number of 
tons received in the lot, an extra charge of 
25 cents will be made for each excess de- 
livery, except on shipping accounts when 
deliveries are made to lighters, trap cars, 
universal freight stations or by warehouse 
vehicles. 

When goods are rated by size, 60 cubic 
feet shall be considered as the equivalent 
of one ton. 

MINIMUM BILLINGS. Rule 8. The 
minimum handling charge per lot will be 
50 cents. The minimum storage charge per 
lot will be 50 cents per month or part. 
When a lot is in assortment the minimum 
charge per mark, brand, or variety will be 
15 cents. The minimum monthly charge 
to one account for storage and handling 
will be one dollar ($1.00). This charge will 
apply also to each account when one cus- 
tomer has several accounts, each requiring 
separate records and billing. 


Special Services 


CAR LOADING CHARGE. Rule 9. On 
outbound cars a charge equal to 25 per cent 
of the handling charge, with a minimum of 
$5.00 per car, will be made for use of switch 
track and for securing, loading and billing 
cars. A reasonable charge will be made for 
dunnage or other material. When a checker 
is not furnished by the owner or railroad in 
loading out cars, the warehouseman shall 
not be held responsible for load and count. 


ACCESS TO STOCKS. Rule 10. Cus- 
tomers, their representatives, or workmen, 
will be allowed to sample, repack, label, 
overhaul, work on or have access to, goods 
in storage, only when accompanied by a 
regular warehouse employee whose time will 
be charged for as per rates in Rule 12. A 
charge for extra space required will be made. 


NEGOTIABLE RECEIPTS. Rule 11. A 
charge of 50 cents will be made for each 
negotiable warehouse receipt issued. ‘There 
will be no charge for memorandum or non- 
negotiable receipts. 

Goods covered by a negotiable receipt will 
be delivered only on return of the receipt 
properly endorsed at or before the time of 
such delivery; except that if a negotiable 
receipt is lost or destroyed, delivery of 
goods may be made only upon order of a 
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court of competent jurisdiction and the 
giving of a bond with sufficient sureties to be 
approved by the court. (Hurd’s Revised 
Illinois Statutes 1917, Chap. 114, secs. 254, 
294.) 

WBIGHING. Rule 12. The charge for 
weighing goods upon receipt or delivery will 
be 25 per cent of the handling charge. Mini- 
mum charge 25 cents. 

A charge of 50 per cent of the handling 
charge will be made for weighing individual 
packages upon receipt or delivery (Excep- 
tion: Tea 4 cents per package. Broom corn 
5 cents per bale, minimum charge 25 cents.) 

When goods in store are taken down and 
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TERMS AND CONDITIONS 


repiled for weighing or other convenience of 
the customer, a charge equal to the base 
handling charge will apply. 

EXTRA LABOR CHARGES. Rule 13. 
Extra labor will be furnished by the ware- 
houseman when possible and expedient at 
double the wages of the men employed; 
minimum charge 50 cents. (Exception : 
when arrangements are made in advance, 
and the man is, or men are, employed for 
a day or longer, the charge shall be one and 
one-half times the wages of the man, or men, 
employed.) 

FREIGHT AND EXPRESS BILLS. Rule 
14. A charge of 10 cents per bill will be

freee: people demand and are entitled 
to have prompt and efficient transpor- 
tation at the lowest rates consistent with 
good service and a reasonable return 
upon the value of the property devoted to 
public service. 

We believe that the American people 
demand, and we favor, a careful and sci- 
entific readjustment of railroad rate 
schedules with a view to the encourage- 
ment of agriculture and basic industries, 
without impairment of railroad service. 

The present laws regulating railroads, 
which were enacted to meet post-war con- 
ditions, should be modified from time to 
time as experience shows the necessity 
therefor. 

The consolidation of railroads into 
fewer competitive systems, subject to the 
approval of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, should be provided for. 

The Labor Board provisions of the 
present law should be amended whenever 
it appears from experience that such 
action is necessary. Collective bargain- 
ing, mediation and voluntary arbitration 
are th® most important steps in main- 
taining peaceful labor relations and 
should be encouraged. We do not be- 
lieve in compulsory action at any time in 
the settlement of labor disputes. 

Public opinion must be the final ar- 
biter in any crisis which so vitally af- 
fects public welfare as the suspension 
of transportation. 

Therefore, the interests of the public 
require the maintenance of an impartial 
tribunal which can in an emergency make 
an investigation of the facts and publish 
its conclusions.

jg sponsors for the Esch-Cummins 
Transportation act of 1920, at the 
time of its presentation to Congress, 
stated that it had for its purpose the 
reduction of the cost of transportation, 
the improvement of service, the bettering 
of labor conditions, the promotion of 
peaceful cooperation between employer 
and employee, and, at the same time, the 
assurance of a fair and just return to the 
railroads upon their investment. 

We are in accord with these announced 
purposes, but contend that the act has 
failed to accomplish them. It has failed 
to reduce the cost of transportation. The 
promised improvement in service has not 
been realized. The labor provisions of 
the act have proved unsatisfactory in 
settling differences between employer 
and employees. The so-called recapture 
clause has worked to the advantage of 
the strong and has been of no benefit to 
the weak. 

The pronouncement in the act for the 
development of both rail and water trans- 
portation has proved futile. Water trans- 
portation upon our inland waterways has 
not been encouraged, and limitation of 
our coastwise trade is threatened by the 
administration of the act. It has un- 
necessarily interfered with the power of 
the States to regulate purely intrastate 
transportation. It must, therefore, be 
so rewritten that the high purposes which 
the public welfare demands may be ac- 
complished. 

Railroad freight rates should be so 
readjusted as to give the bulky, basic, 
low-priced raw commodities, such as ag- 
ricultural products, coal and ores, the 
lowest rates, placing the higher rates 
upon more valuable and less bulky manu- 
factured products.

MANIPULATING STORAGE 
SYSTEM FOR ’FRISCO 


HE South End Warehouse Co., San 

Francisco, of which George W. Lamb 
is president, has been granted a permit 
by the Treasury Department establish- 
ing it as the first manipulating bonded 
warehouse on the Pacific Coast. 

It is the beginning of what foreign 
trade men in San Francisco believe will 
be one of the distinct features of the 
port, growing larger each year until in 
time there may be scores of warehouses 
operating under Government regulations, 
doing a business of millions of dollars 
each year, and giving employment to 
thousands of persons. 

By the terms of article 562 of the 
Tariff Act of 1922 a bonded warehouse 
can secure permits under certain regula- 
tions to allow the repacking, resorting 
and cleaning of articles into this country 
from foreign ports. The Act does not 
permit manufacturing, but the scouring 
and carbonizing of wool is not classed as 
manufacturing. 

As an illustration of what this port 
feature means the San Francisco cus- 
toms authorities cite shipments of olive 
oil which come in gallon cans. This can 
be repacked in quarts and pints. Case 
goods containing four to six dozen cans 
or cartons can be repacked into cases 
containing one or two dozen, as the trade 
demands. Less bulk shipments of less 
than a ton can be broken up and re- 
packed into one or two pound lots. 

This repacking, at warehouses, for 
the trade, will grow into a business of 
huge proportions, it is believed. San 
Francisco, by getting the manipulating 
warehouse system established first, will 
be in a position, it is pointed out, to 
draw foreign trade that now goes to 
other ports, to add to its facilities for 
the import trade, increase its wholesale 
distributing business, and encourage 
both shipping and manufacturing.

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How to Increase Storage and 


Distribution Business

HOSE who have been in the business of warehousing 

merchandise for any length of time, particularly in 

our larger cities, have seen a constant change and 
growth in the business. Twenty years ago it was more or 
less of a side line to firms engaged in teaming, jobbing or 
the storage of furniture. It was sort of a “hall bedroom” 
affair that helped to pay the house rent. 

The first real impetus given the business was about 
1905, when the railroads imposed prohibitive storage 
charges on shipments remaining in their freight houses 
beyond forty-eight hours. The free-lunch boarders had to 
hunt other homes, and began going to storage houses 
handling wool, sugar, canned foods, beans, rice, paper and 
furniture. These about complete the list of goods stored 
at that time. 

The new guests were, of course, welcome, but the ware- 
housemen had a difficult time getting the new boarders to 
pay for the service that they required, and have had to 
learn the lesson that “all is not storage that moves.” 

During the past fifteen years the growth of storage 
business has been small; the increase in volume has nearly

all been in distribution. This has brought about a greater 
specialization in facilities. Distribution warehouses must 
have rail connections, be centrally situated in the jobbing 
districts, maintain organizations for the complete traffic 
handling of a large volume of short turn-over goods. In 
all the large cities this development has resulted in the 
exclusive merchandise warehouse. 

There always will be a considerable amount of storage, 
but because of the high cost of space and labor in our large 
cities, and the consequently higher rates we must charge 
for storage service, we cannot induce much increase. 
Storage seeks economy. 

The future of our business, I believe, depends entirely 
on distribution—it must come to the large cities and seek 
service at whatever is the necessary cost. No warehouse- 
man can expect his business to grow unless he equips 
himself with the facilities to attract and keep distribution 
accounts. Above all, he must realize that distribution 
need not, and cannot, be handled on customary storage 
rates, which were not designed to cover an almost endless 
list of handling and shipping services. 


fon storage factor of our business at- 
tracts only those commodities which 
are either produced or consumed season- 
ally, such as wool, canned foods, rice, 
lawn mowers, fruit jars, etc., and re- 
serve or emergency stocks, such as news- 
print paper. Commodities which are 
constant in consumption and production 


1, 1922, and counting only the permanent 
and regular monthly customers, I found 
the names of seventy-three new firms 
which had never used warehouse service 
before—at least in Chicago. Based on 
May billings our gross annual earnings 
from these seventy-three clients exceeds 
$80,000. Every one of these is a dis- 
tribution account and growing in volume. 


In addition I found that we had eleven 
accounts that had come from other ware- 
houses in Chicago, with an annual busi- 
ness of about $6,000. 

This shows how much more profitable 
it is to seek business new to the industry, 
rather than follow the smooth, beaten 
paths to the doors of known storers.

I have 
no figures from other warehouses, so 
must use those of my own firm.

warehouses, as long as the balance is in 
our favor. Some firms prefer low rates 
rather than service. 

In analyzing the business of the 
seventy-three new clients, I found that 
nearly all carry spot stocks—a very few 
are pool car distributors. A number of 
them had previously been pool car ship- 
pers but realized the economic advan- 
tages of spot stocks. 

This is a point to consider. Holding 
and assembling deliveries for pool car 
shipment is a favorite pastime for the 
traffic manager, who seeks to make a 
showing in the reduction of expense for 
his department regardless of what it 
may cost the sales department. 

One of our new accounts is a shining 
example of this folly. Its traffic mana- 
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ger had opposed all arguments of the 
sales manager and insisted on pool car 
delivery with f.o.b. factory prices. The 
firm’s business in Chicago had shown a 
steady but small increase not commen- 
surate with the efforts of the sales de- 
partment. During the first three months 
that a spot service stock was carried, 
sales increased 150 per cent over those of 
the same period for the previous year. 
This firm is now arranging to follow the 
Chicago example at several other points. 

This is an argument that warehouses 
should stress. Maintaining spot stocks 
costs but little more than delivery by 
pool car. Charge the difference to the 
sales department, make delivered or ex- 
warehouse prices, and look for the sav- 
ing in the unit sales cost. 

Another interesting feature with sev- 
eral of these new accounts is that they 
had previously made their distribution 
only through jobbers and made the job- 
bers carry the stocks. This reply usually 
silences the warehouse solicitor. The 
single jobber who buys in carlots for a 
sixty or ninety day or longer turnover, 
must provide storage and carry the in- 
vestment. The costs accrue and ulti- 
mately the consumer must pay them. 
The jobber who buys as he needs for a 
quick turnover, gets the goods before he 
gets the bill—not the bill ten days before 
the goods—and takes the ten day dis- 
count, is the man who is doing the busi- 
ness today. 

' One warehouse stock will serve fifty, 
perhaps a hundred, such jobbers, and the 
manufacturers who have adopted this 
policy are not complaining about poor 
business and slow collections. 

Another point—no jobber, when out of 
goods, will buy from another jobber. He 
wants to deal direct with the manufac- 
turer or his agent. The warehouse is al- 
ways the agent of the manufacturer and 
usually gives just as good service. 

Another noticeable thing with these 
new accounts is the fact that seven of 
them are competitors in the same line of 
business. There are about fifteen lead- 
ing manufacturers of this line in the 
country. Five years ago three of them 
had branch houses in Chicago and one 
carried a warehouse stock. Today only

one continues its own branch and four- 
teen have warehouse stocks. 

This illustrates the fact that if we can 
get one or two of a particular industry 
into warehouses the others must follow 
to meet competition. 

Perhaps the most pleasing thing about 
new accounts that are not worldly wise 
in the ways of warehouses is that they 
seem honestly surprised at the modesty 
of warehouse charges. They don’t ex- 
pect us to live on rice and wear gee 
strings. They don’t know that there are 
such beings in New York and Indian- 
apolis and a few other points who regu- 
late their lives on that basis. The ware- 
house is usually a new discovery to them 
and they wonder why we had not found 
them before. 

Now how are we going to find more of 
these new accounts? Are we going to 
wait for them to dig us out of our 
obscurity? Can we expect someone to 
furnish us a mailing list and send them a 
calling card? 


Advertise! 


iS" Bom we want something and don’t 
know where to find it, there is only 
one thing to doa—ADVERTISE. This is 
where I’ve been trying to get to in this 
ramble—Advertising. 

We have all done more or less indi- 
vidual advertising—and that’s all it has 
been, individual advertising—and keep- 
ing secret what we had to advertise. 

The words—Distribution Warehousing 
—are Chinese characters to thousands of 
firms who ought to be our clients. 

We must first sell the industry and 
everyone of us contribute pro-rata in the 
effort. 

I am not going to take a lot of time 
pleading for this joint, cooperative busi- 
ness extension. We have seen the re- 
sults accomplished in other lines—rais- 
ins, pineapple, yeast, sauerkraut. We 
are familiar with the slogans, “Say it 
With Flowers,” “Eat More Bread,” 
“Build With Cement,” and scores of 
others. The idea is not new to any of 
you. You have favored it and voted for 
it at conventions—and continually ask 
“Why don’t we tell our story?” 

The answer is, we have never had an 
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organization to get behind it and do it. 
It must be the one, big purpose for a con- 
solidated, national association of mer- 
chandise warehousemen, interested as an 
association only in merchandise. 

Cooperative advertising has no appeal 
to the furniture warehouseman. His 
business comes from his immediate 
neighborhood or from warehouses in 
other cities. The public know the furni- 
ture warehouses. It sees their fort-like 
buildings on prominent corners and their 
circus vans on the streets. It knows the 
furniture warehouse so well that it 
thinks it is the whole thing. 

The cold storage industry does not 
need to tell the public to keep its perish- 
ables in a refrigerator. It might do a 
little in dispelling the prejudice against 
a spring chicken that would be a great 
grandmother today if it had lived. 

We merchandise men are known by the 
company we keep. Give us an American, 
a National, a Central, a Federated, or 
any other name for an association of 
merchandise warehousemen, with busi- 
ness promotion its one big idea, and the 
necessary funds and supervision for joint 
business promotion will follow. 

The amount of money that could be 
raised is worth a little speculation. 
There is more than fifty million square 
feet of merchandise space in this country 
operated by firms who are members of 
our various associations. The present 
total annual revenue certainly exceeds 
$25,000,000. Most industries would not 
consider an allotment of 1 per cent of 
gross earnings for business extension an 
extravagant amount. That would pro- 
vide an annual budget of $250,000. If 
that is too amazing to think of, let’s cut 
to one-fifth that amount and get $50,000. 
That would make the cost $200 to a 
warehouse doing business of $100,000 a 
year. If this warehouse gained one ac- 
count, that would pay it $150 a month; 
the profit of the first year’s business 
would return the investment. 

As a matter of fact the warehouse 
with space and facilities going to waste 
can afford to give the entire first year’s 
receipts for a new client that will be per- 
manent and grow.

National Truck Show to Be Held in Chicago in October 


Ts first national motor transporta- 
tion show in the history of the in- 
dustry will be held in Chicago Oct. 21-27, 
at the American Exposition Palace on 
Lake Shore Drive, a building recently 
completed at a cost of $10,000,000. The 
show is to be held under the auspices of 
the Motor Truck Industries, Inc., an as- 
sociation which represents the leading 
truck manufacturers of the country. 

Most member manufacturers have 
taken space, and buses, rail cars, trailers 
and other units essential to motor truck 
transport also will be exhibited. 

The show is to be educational in scope 
and is intended to be of real practical 
value to those who attend. A program 
of demonstration is to be held daily in a 


large field adjoining the exposition build- 
ing. William Hallanger, general man- 
ager of Motor Truck Industries, is plan- 
ning the demonstration program. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Hallanger all phases of truck 
performance are to be thoroughly exhib- 
ited. Various makes of trucks will be 
used so that every branch of motor truck 
transport will be included.

An effort will be made to restrict ad- 
mission to those who are genuinely in- 
terested in motor truck transport prob- 
lems.

The growth of the United States west- 
ward followed two great lines, each of 
which was naturally important, and the 
supremacy between the two was long in

doubt. These lines were the northern 
one, extending from Albany to the Great 
Lakes and skirting their borders; and 
the midland one, from Philadelphia or 
Baltimore to the Ohio River and extend- 
ing down its stream to the Mississippi. 


Westward Ho! 


In Colonial times the center of what 
was then the northwestern trade was 
Albany. This was incorporated as early 
as 1686, but long remained a mere trad- 
ing post. In 1810 it had about 9,000 
inhabitants, but was just entering upon 
a period of rapid growth. This was due 
to the successful development of the 
steamboat in 1807, which greatly in-

creased the facilities of commerce up the 
river from New York City. 

The first warehouse of the Goold Co.— 
which is still in existence with a ware- 
house for household goods and automo- 
biles, at Broadway, Mulberry, Cherry 
and Quay Streets, Albany—was estab- 
lished in 1813. There is an interesting 
account for that very year, in which the 
commerce of the city is described and 
summed up as follows: 

“It will be observed that the great 
roads of communication between the 
eastern States and the western country 
center more extensive intercourse at Al- 
bany than at any other place between 
the eastern and western sections of the 
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Union, and it is doubtful if there be a 
place on this continent which is daily 
visited by so many teams.” 

In the march westward, the next most 
important city was Rochester. This was 
situated on the Genesee Falls, five miles 
up the Genesee River from Lake On- 
tario. It was incorporatd in 1815, and 
was originally a mill town. In fact, it 
became one of the greatest flour-making 
districts of the country, and remained so 
until the exhaustion of the wheat lands 
of central New York. 


Rochester, 1817 


After the development of the steam- 
boat, Rochester became a depot for the 
Lake Ontario trade. About 1817, ac- 
cording to an account of the time, the 
first warehouse built at Rochester for 
the Lake trade was erected by Levi 
Ward, Jr., Elisha B. Strong, Levi H. 
Clarke and H. Norton. The two latter 
removed to New York a few years later. 
This warehouse had an inclined plane 
for the transit of goods between it and 
the vessels lying at the foot of the steep 
bank where it was located. 

The first warehouse of The Monroe 
Warehouse Co., Inc., which is still oper- 
ating at 55 Railroad Street, Rochester, 
was established in 1823. Its founding 
was no doubt encouraged by the con- 
struction of the Erie Canal. The Mon- 
roe company is today a member of the 
American Warehousemen’s Association. 

The branch of the canal between 
Rochester and Albany was completed in 
1823, and the entire canal was opened 
with great ceremonies in 1824. 

To-day the original Erie Canal, with- 
out its subsequent deepenings and im- 
provements. seems a rather miniature 
affair, and it is difficult to realize how 
important it was at that time. But rail- 
roads were not yet in existence, and for 
the brief space of a few decades it looked 
as if the solution of the problem of trans-

portation throughout the inland United 
States was to lie in the development of 
canals between the rivers and the lakes. 
Small as it was, it was admitted at the 
time that the Erie Canal won the su- 
premacy in commerce for New York over 
Philadelphia. 

Other early warehousemen of Roches- 
ter were Captain John Trowbridge, later 
of Milwaukee, and Charles H. Green of 
Oswego, and soon afterwards Hooker, 
Olmstead and Griffiths. 

All of these warehousemen did both a 
storage and a forwarding business. A 
statement of 1836 declared that the 
Rochester forwarders held more stock in 
transportation lines, which meant princi- 
pally canals, than the citizens of any 
other town. 

Buffalo was originally established as 
a depot for the trade of: Lake Erie. It 
became a town in 1810, and a village in 
1813. At that time the village of Black 
Rock, which is now a part of Buffalo, 
was fully as likely a looking site as 
Buffalo. It was a center for the im- 
portant salt and commercial trade, 
where the Pittsburgh and lake shippers 
and captains met to transact business 
and talk over the pr.spects.

At Black Rock in the year 1815 Porter 
Barton & Company built a warehouse, 
which the next year was occupied by the 
forwarding firm of Nathaniel Sill and 
Sheldon Thompson. These carried on 
their business there until 1821, and with 
their immediate successors were among 
the most prominent of the early for- 
warders from the foot of Lake Erie. 
They were connected with Townsend, 
Bronson & Co., of Oswego, and other 
firms throughcut the State. 

Their one warehouse in Black Rock 
served all the purposes of storage for 
freight and packages awaiting shipment 
either East or West. While this would 
not seem to indicate an enormous busi- 
ness, yet the firm was charged with be- 
ing a monopoly which was not satisfied 
with controlling all the commerce of the 
city, but the politics of western New 
York as well. 

In Buffalo proper, the first warehouse 
was erected by Townsend & Coit about 
1818. It stood at the foot of Commer- 
cial Street, and was a commodious one 
for the time. 

The completion of the Erie Canal -in 
1825 immensely increased the import- 
ance of Buffalo by making it the terminal 
and juncture of the western and eastern 
trade. Because of this, Sheldon, Thomp- 
son & Co. removed their warehouse from 
Black Rock to Buffalo in 1825. 

Another of the early depots for lake 
trade was Cleveland. Even before its 
incorporation into a village, log ware- 
houses were built there about 1810 or 
1811 by Lorenzo Carter and Murray 
Brothers. It became a village in 1814, 
but still had less than a thousand in- 
habitants. 

The first frame warehouse was built 
there by Leonard Case and Captain Wil- 
liam Gaylord about 1816. Two years 
later Levi Johnson and Doctor David 
Loud put up another, and a third was 
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Pioneer storage executive in Chi- 
cago. Partner in firm of New- 
berry & Dole, organized in 1833 


erected by John Blair. All of these 
warehouses were used for forwarding 
purposes. 

At that time, and until the building 
of the harbor a few years later, vessels 
had to come to anchor outside the mouth 
of the Cuyahoga River, and be unloaded 
by lighters. 

Other early forwarders and warehouse- 
men were Giddings, Merwin, Baldwin, 
and Pease, all of whom were connected 
with the business before 1820. 

Steamboat traffic on the lakes was in- 
itiated by the construction of the Walk 
in the Water in 1818, and led to a rapid 
development of the principal !ake ports. 

At that time wheat, pork, flour, potash 
and other products were brought into 
Cleveland by four-horse or six-horse 
teams, by rcads which were passable only 
in dry seasons. 

The construction of the Erie Canal in 
1825 had an important effect on even the 
lake ports, as it gave them a water route 
to the coast. The Ohio Canal, which 
was completed from Cleveland as far as 
Akron in 1827, gave Cleveland a start 
over Sandusky, and probably determined 
which place should become a great city. 
It led to a still further demand for ware- 
houses and forwarding services in Cleve- 
land, although at first the forwarders 
there thought it might actually injure 
their business. 


Chicago in the 30’s 


The most interesting of the pioneer 
warehousemen and forwarders in Chi- 
cago were Walter Loomis Newberry and 
George W. Dole. 

Dole came to Chicago in 1831, and 
soon afterwards, with Oliver Newberry 
of Detroit, and Walter L. Newberry, who 
settled in Chicago in 1833, established a 
storage and forwarding business in the 
name of Newberry & Dole. 

Dole was a first lieutenant in the Black 
Hawk War in 1832, and upon the incor- 
poration .of Chicago in 1833 was made 
tre.surer of the company which bore 
his name. 

Walter Loomis Newberry was born in 
East Windsor, Conn., in 1804. He was 
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fitted for West Point, but failed in the 
physical examination. In 1822 he went 
into the commission business at Buffalo. 

After a tour of the lakes with Astor, 
Newberry settled at Chicago and estab- 
lished the forwarding and warehouse 
business with Dole. 

In 1836 Newberry & Dole removed 
from their warehouse on the southeast 
corner of South Water and Dearborn 
Streets to their new warehouse on the 
north side of the Chicago River, east of 
gush Street. 

From this warehouse, we may add, 
took place the first shipment of grain by 
boat from Chicago, in 1839. The grain 
had been brought in, not in bags as was 
usual, but loose in wagons, and had been 
stored in the upper part of the ware- 
house. In order to load it on the ship, 
they devised a wooden chute, which be- 
came and important method for trans- 
ferring grain in bulk. 

With the growth of Chicago came a 
line of steamers from Buffalo, bringing 
passengers and merchandise, not only for 
Chicago, but for Galena, Springfield, 
Danville, Ottawa, Joliet and other towns. 
In some cases, the merchants of these 
places sent teams for their goods, while 
in other cases they were forwarded by 
teams procured in Chicago.

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Service-Story by Radio 
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“The Moving, Packing, Storage and Forwarding 
of Household Goods”’ 


By C. C. STETSON,

O the great majority of people, at some time in their 

lives, comes the necessity of moving. The chairs, 

tables, beds, trunks and all that make up the family 
possessions must be carried to the new home. Across the 
trackless prairies the early Forty-niners drove their ox 
teams on the way to the West, and in each prairie schooner 
were packed away a few much prized pieces of furniture. 
The English soldier who took up his station in Egypt 
would load on the back of a camel and carry over the hot 
sands of the desert a few choice possessions. In China, 
even, once every four or five centuries a family will leave 
the home of its ancestors and move by wheelbarrow the 


meager furnishings of the dwelling. ’Most everybody 
moves now and then. You move and I move, and when 
we do we face the necessity of having our household goods 
taken care of. 

Nowadays, when folks set up housekeeping they buy or 
have given to them comfortable and attractive articles of 
furniture. They accumulate good pictures, dishes, glass. 

The reason they are afraid of “moving day” is that they 
don’t want these good things lost or broken. 

It is to save this worry and to render a real service to 
the owner of household goods that the up-to-date transfer 
and storage man steps in. 


t HINK what a problem a family 
faced about thirty years ago, when 
they had to move! If they were going 
to another city and had to ship by 
freight, the packing was a terrible job. 
They had to hustle around and find 


someone who had some empty drygoods 
boxes and some barrels. They had to 
find some old rags or something of the 
kind to wrap around furniture. They 
picked out some lumber they thought 
was the right size for crating and then 


father had to try his hand at the work 
or find some handy man to do it. Some- 
times mother was more handy than dad 
and she did the job. 

Then father walked around town un- 
til he found a drayman who would move 
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him. The dray was an open stake 
wagon, and, if it rained, the household 
goods got wet. When the job was done 
both the owner and the drayman heaved 
big sighs of relief and both left to count 
up their losses. 

Sometimes people had to give up their 
homes for a time and they must find a 
place to put their household goods in 
storage. So they hunted around for 
some convenient barn or woodshed—they 
didn’t have garages then—or perhaps 
they found some storage warehouse 
where their furniture was piled up 
helter-skelter beside a lot of molasses 
barrels. 

Consider what the householder finds 
today in almost any city with a popula- 
tion of ten thousand or more. Here is a 
man or a company specializing in the 
care of household goods. If the owner 
is simply moving from one house to an- 
other in the same city, he telephones to 
the moving company, ordering a van for 
the time he wants. At the time ap- 
pointed, there drives up in front of his 
house a clean covered truck or horse 
van—ready to haul the furniture, all 
protected against rain or snow while it 
is being moved. The van is manned by 
workmen who have handled household 
goods so long that they know by experi- 
ence just how to take the things out of 
the house, pack them away in the van 
and then set them up in the new house 
without a mar or a scratch. They have 
specially made quilts of soft material to 
put between highly finished pieces of 
furniture in the van—they have special 
carrying boxes to handle the bric-a-brac 
and utensils that are so bothersome in 
moving. And when the job is done, a 
bill is presented for a reasonable charge 
based on a standard schedule of prices. 


Long Distance Moving 


The expert mover has taken away the 
curse of moving day. 

Suppose you are moving from one 
town to another. See what the transfer- 
man can do for you. If the new home 
is only a few hundred miles away, he 
can load your goods into this same mo- 
tor van and then chug away, without 
any more bother, and deliver the things 
in the other city on the same or the fol- 
lowing day! Think what this means to 
the farmer or to the one who lives in the 
smaller towns where there ‘is no dray- 
man specializing in household goods. 
The expert service is brought to his 
door. And to anyone moving by truck, 
no delay while goods are coming by 
freight, no crating, and yet perfect 
safety while in transit. The State of 
Minnesota, with its wonderful highways, 
has made it possible for all of its citi- 
zens to move between its towns with 
ease and economy, all by the use of the 
modern motor truck. The same can be 
said of many other States. 

But it is in packing and storing and 
shipping that the modern household 
goods warehouseman renders his great- 
est service. 

No longer does the owner of household 
goods rack his brains and wear himself 
to exhaustion to get his things packed. 
He simply telephones to the warehouse- 
man who employs experienced workmen

competent to pack for shipment any- 
thing in the home. They know how to 
pack dishes properly in barrels—rugs 
and mattresses in burlap; they know 
how to crate any article of furniture. 
Indeed, these household goods ware- 
housemen are often called upon to crate 
all sorts of peculiar things—wild ani- 
mals from the zoo; ponies, dogs and 
cats; contents of art institutes; tractors 
and machinery. For all packing, the 
warehouseman furnishes just the ma- 
terial that is needed, for he carries it in 
stock, and he charges only-for the ma- 
terial actually used. 

There was a time when railroads 
would receive household goods packed in 
any kind of containers, and, in many in- 
stances, in no containers at all. How- 
ever, the American Railway Association, 
constituting more than 95 per cent of 
all the railroads of the country, has 
found by investigation that by far the 
larger part of all claims for damages to 
shipments of household furniture is due 
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HIS is the second of a series

to improper packing. The American 
Railway Association is therefore recom- 
mending that owners of household goods 
employ expert packers for the packing 
and preparation of such goods for ship- 
ment. By expert packers is meant those 
who are regularly engaged in the pack- 
ing business, and whose methods are 
scientific as contrasted with those of the 
neighborhood handy man who does not 
know the packer’s trade. 

Expert packing is indeed a trade and 
an art. 

Practically all railroads throughout 
the country have adopted specifications 
for the packing of certain classes of 
household goods. These specifications 
have been placed in the hands of their 
station agents with strict instructions 
that they see to it that such household 
goods shall not be accepted for shipment 
unless the requirements are lived up to. 

The modern household goods ware- 
house is an extremely interesting insti- 
tution to visit. Every owner of. house- 
hold goods should go through one. They 
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are usually built of concrete and brick, 
with heavy firewalls to insure the utmost 
safety against fire. The fire insurance 
rates in these buildings are usually less 
than for the average dwelling. Instead 
of finding a dusty, dingy place where 
your goods might be damaged or ruined 
by mice, moths and dampness, you will 
find everything a marvel of cleanliness 
and neatness. Many warehouses are 
divided into small rooms into which the 
goods may be piled—all private and ex- 
clusive, and with added safety from fire. 

The household goods are carefully 


_ stowed away in a compact space, piece 


upon piece, but protected by packing or 
other means against damage. Every ar- 
ticle is carefully marked and listed on a 
warehouse receipt to be certain nothing 
will be lost or misplaced. There are 
special mothproof rooms where rugs are 
put away. There are piano rooms, heated 
to keep the temperature right, where 
pianos are covered with fleece-lined rub- 
ber covers and stored safely away. 


The Complete Job 


In short, whenever the owner cannot 
use his household goods for a while— 
whether because he is changing posi- 
tions, or building a new house, or be- 
cause of misfortune—he can send his 
furniture to the household goods ware- 
house and know that everything possi- 
ble has been done by the warehousemen 
to care for the things and to return 
them to the owner in just the same con- 
dition they were in when they went into 
storage. 

Needless to say, the household goods 
warehouseman takes care of everything 
that is necessary in moving from place 
to place. In shipping from one city to 
another, for instance, it is often possible 
to ship in pool carloads and save money 
for the owner on the freight charges. 
This is done by collecting the goods of 
several persons who are going to the 
same point, renting a full car at the 
lower carload rates, and sharing the 
saving with the owners. From the 
Northwest, for instance, there is a heavy 
volume of shipping in pool cars to the 
Pacific Coast and to Chicago and the 
East. This business of forwarding is 
handled as systematically as the busi- 
ness of the railroad. 

In Minnesota, all household goods 
warehousemen in cities of the first class 
—namely, Duluth, Minneapolis and St. 
Paul—are under the control of the State 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission. 
Before a warehouseman in any of these 
three cities can do business he must ob- 
tain a license from the Commission and 
file with the Commission a schedule of 
his rates. In addition to this he must 
file with the State Treasurer a $50,000 
surety bond, to insure to storers a proper 
measure of responsibility on the part of 
the warehouseman. -

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Elimination of Wasteful Methods 
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in the Warehouse Business

mands a warehouseman’s attention and sometimes 
causes some little worry. The warehouseman who 
keeps his space filled may be satisfied with his business, 
but he is not progressing; a change in conditions may be 
disastrous to him. We are all of us liable to temporary 
changes in conditions; spasmodic business means a waste. 
Merchandise storage has its seasons of activity. It is 
well to study this matter, and if you discover that at cer- 
tain periods of the year your business falls off, find out 
what kind of merchandise will fit in this time of inactivity. 


\ VAILABLE unoccupied space is a subject that de- 


A combination of merchandise and household goods 
storage in a good many localities has its advantages; be- 
cause when business is good and men are employed, mer- 
chandise storage is generally prosperous; whereas, house- 
hold goods are being withdrawn. On the other hand, a 
depression in business, causing an increase in unemploy- 
ment, makes a greater demand for household goods space, 
and a falling off of merchandise storage. 

When the warehouse business is at its peak, the danger 
of over-expansion should be fully taken into consideration.

Handling Machinery 


F cage smeears laborers are becoming less 
disposed to enjoy heavy lifting and 
to earn their living by the sweat of their 
brow. It behooves the warehouseman to 
give the study of labor saving machinery 
serious attention. On account of the 
number of varieties, sizes and weights of 
packages handled by merchandise ware- 
housemen, unless there is considerable 
movement in a certain style package it 
may not be economical to equip a ware- 
house with various kinds of labor saving 
machimes which may be excellent for cer- 
tain commodities but may be an encum- 
brance when you are handling a number 
of different kinds of packages in the 
same building. 

There is no question but that ware- 
housemen will use labor saving devices in 
the future to a greater extent than they 
do today. 

Shippers could save waste for them- 
selves and warehousemen in-time, money 
and lessening of errors if they would get 
together and have standard forms for 
handling their warehouse business. 

A saving could be made in the layout 
of tracks, delivery platforms, and steady 
movement of merchandise through the 
warehouse. 

A study of our operating expenses may 
show us where we are losing money. 

The matter of service costs money. 
While every warehouseman should put 
himself in a position to give his cus- 
tomers the best possible service, he 
should be paid for it. Most national dis- 
tributors appreciate the fact that service 
means extra expense to a warehouseman, 
and are willing to pay a fair price for it. 
Some shippers are continually asking for

extra accommodations, and occasionally 
get disagreeable if a charge is made for 
this extra service. 

If you insist upon riding in automo- 
biles instead of street cars or using 
shank’s mare, you have to dig. 


What Others Say 


5 Pesan I was placed on this conven- 
tion program for a discussion of this 
subject I immediately wrote to a number 
of warehousemen and shippers for sug- 
gestions. 

Here are some suggestions from W. 
Lee Cotter, Mansfield, Ohio, head of the 
Cotter warehouses of Ohio: 

1. Better business methods. 

2. General overhead and office expense 
budgeted. 

3. Sales promotion work, to be done 
collectively by membership as a whole. 

4. Careful selling of the central ware- 
house as an economic factor in distribu- 
tion. 

5. By increasing our volume we reduce 
our cost per unit of handling and storing 
and save many distributors large sums of 
money in comparison with their present 
plan of operating their own warehouses. 

From George S. Lovejoy, manager of 
the general storage department of the 
Quincy Market Cold Storage & Ware- 
house Co., Boston: 

1. Honest cooperation among ware- 
housemen. 

2. The study of the shipper’s view- 
point. 

3. Educating the owner to store in car- 
load lots. 

4. The fallacy of not charging more 
for small lots than for car lots. 

From Robert L. Spencer, Pittsburgh, 


general superintendent of the Pennsyl- 
vania System of Warehouses: 

1. Joint advertising. 

2. Standardizing upon certain work 
forms, and the adoption of certain stand- 
ard labor saving devices. 

Through the courtesy of William E. 
Halm, president of the New York Dock 
Co., New York, I submit the following 
by H. B. Whipple, general manager of 
that company. 

“It is very difficult for us to write a 
description of our own operations that 
would be useful to other warehousemen, 
for the reasons that the operations are 
so unlike. For example, we were recently 
asked how much fiour we could handle in 
a day. We gave the inquirer a location 
for twenty lighter loads, the lighters 
carrying from 7000 to 10,000 bags each, 
and in addition we agreed to handle as 
many carloads as could be sent to us. 

“Again, we recently handled 45,000 
bags of Cuban sugar from one steamer, 
another with 25,000 bags and a third 
with 10,000 bags, at one time. As these 
bags weigh 320 lb. each, it meant that 
we were handling 10,000 tons of sugar in 
addition to the regular work in other 
commodities going on at the same time. 

“Our chief source of strength is our 
cost accounting, and that tells us very 
quickly whether we are doing our work 
well or otherwise and if it is possible to 
use machinery to replace men in any part 
of the operations. We established this 
cost accounting in 1918, and believe that 
it is of the greatest importance to us. 


Csst Knowledge Essential 


¢érIXHE elimination of wasteful meth- 
ods depends largely upon a knowl- 
edge of reasonable costs. This subject 
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suggests the use of labor saving devices. 
If tke normal cost of an operation is 
known, the saving to be made with me- 
chanical devices-in use is readily deter- 
mined. Such a comparison is advisable. 


Two Conditions 


“Unfortunately, writers on these mat- 
ters show pleasing pictures of conveyors, 
elevating machinery, etc., which are diffi- 
cult to use to advantage in warehouse 
operations. Concerns handling standard- 
ized packages and having a known con- 
dition to meet can generally adopt me- 
chanical methods which lessen the cost 
of operation. With the general ware- 
houseman, he handles such a variety of 
packages and under such varying condi- 
tions that the question of economies to 
be obtained by introducing machinery 
must be put to the test already referred 
to. 

“There are two conditions of ware- 
housing to keep in mind. One is the op- 
eration which is in one large building, or 
at least, under one roof, and which is 
well supplied with suitable elevators; the 
other is the larger operation of a number 
of buildings, which are spread out in the 
same general locality. 

“In this latter case sometimes there 
are no elevators and the electric whip- 
hoist is used for receiving merchandise 
in the upper floors. In addition to these 
physical conditions, the demands of mer- 
chants also regulate the conditions at 
times. When a large amount of mer- 
chandise must be handled in a short time 
it is sometimes difficult to use the same 
mechanical devices for tiering as when 
there is plenty of time to do the work. 
Also, in the case of warehouses depen- 
dent upon the whip-hoist, tiering devices 
on upper floors are limited by the ca- 
pacity of the whip or outrigger. Eleva- 
tors overcome this difficulty, as a rule. 

“One large system of warehouses uses 
a piece work plan for paying its men, 
which guarantees the men their day rate, 
but gives them the opportunity to in- 
crease their earnings by conscientious 
work. The rates are based on what the 
ordinary man can do by working steadily. 
By extra effort, increasing the number 
of packages handled, the amounts earned 
are increased. Provision is made for 
greater remuneration to the man in 
charge of the gang, and in some cases 
to the men who do the harder portion of 
the work. Otherwise the earnings of a 
gang are prorated to the men in the 
gang on a basis of amount of time each 
man is in the gang. 

“In considering a mechanical device 
this warehouse company has only a few 
questions to ask: 

“1, Will it permit reducing the piece- 
work price without reducing amounts 
earned per man? 

“9 Will it do the hard work in the 
operation, and permit a smaller gang to 
do the work? 

“2 Can it be moved around readily 
and be used frequently enough to war- 
rant its purchase? 

“Very few warehouse operations are 
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on a piece work basis. There is no real 
measure each day of the results given 
by the men employed, and the ‘savings’ 
to be obtained from mechanical appa- 
ratus are apt to be matters of guess 
work. This no doubt is the reason for 
such difference of opinion on handling 
devices. Men working on a piece work 
basis are quick to use any device which 
will help them to speed up the work. 
They are also anxious to cut down the 
number of men in gang because that in- 
creases the amount each man receives. 


“So much for the difficulties of the 
problem. The most adaptable tiering 
device on the market is the platform 
elevating machine, electrically oper- 
ated. It will meet nearly all require- 
ments, provided there are elevators to 
permit taking it to various floors. It 
is too heavy to hoist with the ordinary 
whip-hoist. These machines are made 
with either A.C. or D.C. motors, and 
must be connected to the power circuit. 
It is suggested that such machines 
would be more adaptable if provided 
with storage batteries. 


Insurance 


“In some parts of the country the in- 
surance exchanges object to electrically 
driven machinery being used in the 
open warehouse floors unless of the 
storage battery type, because of the 
lesser liability of the battery type to 
cause fires. 

“The platform elevating device is 
made for different requirements and 
can be made to take care of packages of 
one ton and over. A machine of this 
size would be cumbersome for the 
lighter work. This machine can some- 
times be used in connection with the 
building elevator, setting the machine at 
the desired height of pile, transferring 
packages from elevator by raising eleva- 
tor to same height and pushing tiering 
machine to pile. This could not be done 
if there were much tiering and speed was 
a factor. 

“Where there are sufficient elevators 
provided, chutes are generally of Sittle 
value, because it pays to keep merchan- 
dise on wheels as much as possible in 
order to avoid extra handling. This is 
true in receiving as well as delivering 
merchandise. 

“Conveyors are desirable in some op- 
erations, but not often in the average 
warehouse; unloading freight from cars 
can best be handled with the low plat- 
form truck, and if there is much distance 
to cover, an electric tractor can be used 
for inside operation or a gas tractor for 
outside operation. 

“There are two lifting devices, for 
heavy packages, which are suitable prin- 
cipally for outside work, one being’ the 
electric lift truck and the other the 
swinging crane type electric truck. There 
are a number of makes of these trucks. 
Almost any capacity truck can be se- 
cured. The lift truck can be used with a 
platform for piling merchandise on, 
either for shipment or for storage. These 
platforms can be secured of steel and 
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provided with wheels for moving short 
distances. These are more adaptable for 
manufacturing concerns and transporta- 
tion lines, although some warehouse op- 
erations can be handled on such plat- 
forms to advantage. 

“There are many methods of using 
space to advantage—many arrangements 
of everyday devices which help to elimi- 
nate waste in operation. The best one is 
to have a proper cost system, which will 
not only tell the cost of productive work 
but which will include every item of cost 
which the handling revenue is supposed 
to cover. If direct costs are high on cer- 
tain commodities, make certain that each 
man in the gang is actively engaged in 
necessary work, and that the entire gang 
is working faithfully. It will give the 
answer on the mechanical proposition for 
that operation. Too frequently attention 
is given to cutting costs of productive 
operations, and the even greater pdssi- 
bility of reduction in costs that can be 
made by reducing overhead costs is neg- 
lected. 

“If warehouse associations could stir 
up the membership to a proper realiza- 
tion of the savings that can be made by 
knowing all costs, the question of han- 
dling appliances would solve itself. 
Many warehouse concerns think their 
business does not warrant the expense 
and justify inaction on that basis. If 
they did nothing else, it would pay them 
to have a daily statement of their oper- 
ating forces, not including superin- 
tendent and office clerks, which would 
show: 

“1. Total men. 

“2. Total payroll. 

“3. Productive cost with percentage. 


“4. Nonproductive cost with percent- 
age. 

“A warehouse company should not or- 
dinarily exceed 10 per cent in nonpro- 
ductive expense, and it might be made 
even less. However, unless there is also 
a record of costs of productive operation, 
the nonproductive costs might be kept 
down at the expense of productive opera- 
tions. 

“Again, let it be said that the elimina- 
tion of wasteful methods in the ware- 
house business depends more upon a 
reliable cost system than anything else.” 


Broomcorn Storage Licenses 


Federal regulations for licensing 
broomcorn warehouses under the provi- 
sions of the United States Warehouse 
Act have been announced by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Increasing demand for United States 
bonded warehouse receipts with their at- 
tendant financing advantages, the need 
for better and safer storage conditions, 
and the belief that broomcorn marketing 
may be stabilized, were factors consid- 
ered in applying the Act to broomcorn. 

Application for Federal license has 
already been received by the depart- 
ment from a prominent warehouseman in 
Amsterdam, N. Y. Amsterdam is the 
world’s largest manufacturing and ter- 
minal city handling broomcorn.

Design of Waterfront Terminals 


and Warehouse Facilities

be defined as a combination of wharves with their 

adjacent docks together with transit sheds, ware- 
houses, streets, railroad tracks and yards, equipped to 
receive and discharge freight coming by highway, rail 
or ship, and to store it for long or short periods of time. 
Accommodations for passengers are frequently but not 
necessarily included. 

In certain English and European ports the high range 
of tide makes it necessary to provide wet docks in which 
the water is maintained at a constant level; such docks 
have to be provided with tidal gates and in many cases 
locks are used to enable ships to enter and leave at vary- 
ing stages of the tide. 

In the United States such requirements do not exist, 
as the tidal ranges are not high. Hence at our ports 
the docks need be merely berthing spaces alongside the 
wharf, with sufficient depth of water to allow ships to 
tie up directly to the wharf. Frequently dredging is re- 
quired to give the necessary depth, but nothing further is 
needed. 

Wharves which lie at an angle with the shore line and 
have berthing spaces alongside are commonly known as 
piers, and the adjacent berthing spaces are called docks 


\ WATERFRONT terminal in its broadest sense may 


or sometimes slips. Wharves which are parallel with the 
shore line are in this country often called wharves to 
distinguish them from piers. Abroad such structures 
are known as quays. 

The proper arrangement of wharves, transit sheds, 
railway tracks and warehouses for any given location is 
a matter which requires most carefui engineering plan- 


_ ning to insure that the site is suitable for the purpose, 


and to determine its proper utilization. Unless the site 
is adequate to provide railroad facilities for the rapid 
movement of the necessary number of cars to and from 
the terminal the site will not be capable of the most 
efficient development. Various layouts should be made 
showing different arrangements of buildings, piers, rail- 
road tracks and driveways, and particular study given 
to the number and heights of stories in warehouses and 
transit sheds and to the methods which can be satisfac- 
torily adapted to the transporting, handling and storing 
of freight in each of the various schemes. The cost of 
construction and of operation of the various schemes 
should be estimated. ; 

Only with several schemes for consideration is it pos- 
sible in most cases to determine the best layout of build- 
ings and other structures.

Boston Army Base 


S an illustration of the amount of 

preliminary work that may be de- 
sirable even when the particular location 
has been selected, the example of the 
writer’s firm, when engaged upon the 
design of the Boston Army Supply Base, 
may be cited. 

After the choice of the location for 
this important war project had been 
made, fifteen schemes were investigated, 
and cost estimates prepared before the 
final scheme was adopted. In preparing 
these various schemes many conferences 
were held with Government, State and 
city officials, and with representatives of 
railway and shipping lines. 

The number of schemes here consid- 
ered was large, partly because of the 
magnitude of the project and partly be- 
cause of the difficulty of estimating the 
requirements which would be imposed 
upon this terminal by the changing de- 
mands of our overseas troops; neverthe- 
less, in the design of other terminals of 
lesser size numerous schemes have to be 
thoroughly investigated before the most 
suitable one can be determined upon. 

This is especially true when the proj- 
ect under consideration is an entirely 
new terminal and the business which 
will come to it is not known either in 
character or amount, and where the 
problem involves also not only the de- 
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H ERE is an article of particular 

interest to storage executives 
operating waterfront terminals 
which include warehouses.

velopment of a particular location but 
also the choice of that location with due 
regard to its availability for purchase, 
its market value, its accessibility by rail, 
water and street, and its suitability for 
construction purposes. 

In determining the capacity and char- 
acter of the various structures and 
equipment study must be given to the 
possibility of future requirements and 
growth. This is dependent upon a knowl- 
edge of rail conditions and rates, the 
probable growth within the territory 
served, and the possibility of extension 
of this territory. To determine these 
factors a commodity survey should be 
made by the engineers. Such studies 


frequently show that the requirements 
originally in mind are inappropriate as 
to kind and amount of commodities 
which are likely to be handled. 
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The Quay Type 


N the selection of the location two 

general types of layout should be 
considered: namely, the pier type, and 
the quay type. 

The latter has certain advantages 
which may be briefly summed up as fol- 
lows: 

(a) Ships may reach the wharf, with- 
out turning, under their own power 
with comparatively little assistance from 
tugs. 

(b) The natural arrangement of 
transit sheds, railway tracks, streets 
and warehouses lends itself to direct, 
economical and rapid transference of 
goods. 

The quay type has, however, the seri- 
ous disadvantage of requiring a longer 
stretch of waterfront property than the 
pier type, the value of the property be- 
ing largely dependent upon its frontage 
rather than upon its total area. This 
condition frequently makes the quay 
type prohibitory and has prevented its 
use in most of the large ports of the 
world. There are, however, numerous 
locations where no other type can be 
used because of the limited width of 
waterway, this being particularly true 
in river ports. 

Notable examples of the use of this 
type of construction are seen in the river 
ports of Antwerp and New Orleans. 
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Fig. 2—Quay type of terminal development. Chief features, large warehouse for storage of goods during long 
periods of time; and a transit shed, of equal length and parallel to the warehouse, for temporary storage of out- 
bound and inbound freight.

Sometimes at ports where the general 
type of construction is of the pier type 
a site for a particular terminal can be 
selected which lends itself admirably to 
the quay type of development. 

At the Boston Army Supply Base 
both types are seen in one location as 
illustrated by Fig. 1. The site selected 
for this terminal was a narrow strip of 
made land with dredged channels ex- 
tending the entire length of one side of 
the site and a portion of the length of 
the other side. In consequence the outer 
portion of the site having channels on 
both sides was developed as a pier while 
the landward end of the property, where 
the major structures were built, is of the 
quay type. The supporting railroad yard 
of this particular project was located on 
vacant adjoining land, on the _ shore- 
ward side of the project. 

The terminal development illustrated 
by Fig. 2, which is of the quay type, is 
believed by the author to be one of the 
most advantageous arrangements possi- 
ble for a terminal development. 

The chief features of this terminal 
are a large storehouse for storage of 
goods during long periods of time and a 
transit shed of equal length and parallel 
to the storehouse for temporary storage 
of outbound and inbound freight. 

These two buildings are separated by 
a paved street with railroad tracks, the 
latter serving the transit shed only. 
These railroad tracks may be depressed 
in the case of a terminal where it is 
necessary to provide for a large amount 
of outward rail shipment, access by 
street drays being available at the ends 
of the shed, but the particular example 
shown was designed for an outbound 
terminal and it was desirable to have 
the tracks flush with the street to per- 
mit transfer by trailer and _ tractor 
trucks from the storehouse across the 
street as well as direct and easy access 
of drays to floor of transit shed. 

Overhead bridges connect the third 
floor of the storehouse and the second 
floor of the transit shed, permitting easy 
transfer of freight from the upper 
stories of the storehouse to the shed and 
ship. The transit shed has a balcony on 
the water side at the second floor level 
which can be served either by gantry 
cranes operating on the wharf outside 
the transit shed, or by ship’s tackle; 
such balconies are now being used in 
modern sheds in England and _ the 
United States. 

On the land side of the storehouse are 
three parallel railroad tracks from 
which freight cars can be unloaded at 
the level of the first floor of the store- 
house directly to trailer trucks which 
can be taken to any floor in the store- 
house by large freight elevators. The 
three railroad tracks give opportunity 
for shifting cars and also for operating 
trains on the outside track to points be- 
yond the storehouse. On the wharf sill, 
outside the wharf shed, two raffroad 
tracks are provided, particularly for 
shipping heavy goods directly from cars 
to ship, or vice versa. 

The storehouse is of reinforced con- 
crete with floors of the flat slab type 
and is classed as fireproof. The transit 
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shed is a steel frame building with 
wooden roof and would not be classed 
as fireproof. It is, however, protected 
by automatic sprinklers of the dry type. 


The Pier Type 


[N the pier development, shown by Fg. 
3, there are twin buildings, one on 
each side of the railroad, connected by 
two-story overhead bridges spanning the 
paved roadway which lies between the 
two buildings and which also contains 
three railroad tracks. This roadway is 
depressed so that the level of the floor 
of the freight car is the same as that of 
the lower floor of the transit sheds. 
Trucks can enter either building from 
the paved roadway between by inclined 
ramps, as shown in the figure. The water 
sides of the pier are equipped with 
cargo hoists and with balconies for the 
reception and delivery of freight; the 
use of the cargo hoists for Burtoning 
the cargo is shown in the figure. The 
buildings are of reinforced concrete and 
the upper stories may, if desired, be used 
for long-time storage. 

The proper equipment for handling 
material in storehouses and_ transit 
sheds is a subject to which the most 
serious consideration must be given, the 
decision depending to a considerable ex- 
tent on the character of the goods ex- 
pected to be handled at the terminal. 

If the terminal is intended principally 
for one class of commodity, as may be 
the case for terminals in connection with 
private manufacturing plants or in- 
tended to handle specific commodities 
such as sugar, bananas, etc., special 
forms of belt conveyors or other similar 
devices may sometimes be advantage- 
ously employed. 

If, however, the terminal is intended 
for general commodities, as is the case 
in most publicly owned terminals, trac- 
tors and trailers usually prove more ef- 
ficient. 

In a high storehouse, such as that in- 
dicated in Fig. 2, large freight elevators 
probably provide the most satisfactory 
method of conveying freight to the vari- 
ous floors. Where conditions warrant 
the use of several elevators in one build- 
ing or in one section of a building they 
should be grouped in banks, as is done 
with passenger elevators in office build- 
ings, in order to save delays, and one 
bank should be located midway between 
the ends of the building or between the 
end walls of each section of the building 
on the side adjacent to the railroad 
tracks. 

For incoming freight trailer trucks 
should be loaded directly at the freight 
car and pushed by hand or hauled by 
tractors to the elevators, which for con- 
venience should have doors at both ends. 
This system saves the delay which would 
ensue in waiting for an elevator, pro- 
vided the elevators were distributed in 
different portions of the building, and 
from the confusion resulting from empty 
and full trucks being handled at the 
same end of an elevator. 

The most modern form of elevator for 
such purposes is of the so-called micro- 
leveling type with automatic fireproof 
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doors. Where large quantities of freight 
are to be received the elevators in each 
bank may be advantageously operated 
from an operator’s desk fitted with lights 
to show the position of each elevator and 
connected to the elevator and to the 
various floors by bell signals and tele- 
phone. With such a system one opera- 
tor can direct all the elevators in a given 
bank. 

The micro-leveling device consists of 
a small elevator machine which goes into 
action when the elevator has reached a 
point within a foot or so of the floor 
where it is to stop and which brings the 
elevator automatically to a stop at the 
level of the floor, and maintains it at 
this level, thus making it possible for 
trucks to be pushed on and off without 
the difficulty which arises when the ele- 
vator is not stopped absolutely level with 
the floor. 

This device is actuated by a trip which 
throws the main elevator machine out of 
action and transfers the load to the small 
machine. When the trip operates the 
automatic doors begin to open and are 
partially opened by the time the elevator 
has stopped. The elevator cannot be 
started again till the doors on both ends 
are closed, thus avoiding danger from 
accidents due to men stepping in open 
elevator wells, and also reducing the 
fire hazard. 

These elevators can be fitted also with 
car control devices so that any elevator 
can be operated independently, if de- 
sired, of the central operating station, 
as is the case with the ordinary elevator; 
in this case the doors can be operated by 
push buttons on each floor. 


Handling Equipment 
are handling goods from the store- 


house to the ship side trucks can be 
pushed to the elevator by hand at any 
floor or hauled to it by tractors, carried 
by the elevator, either to the third floor 
of the storehouse or to its lower floor 
and hauled in trains by tractors across 
the overhead bridge and through the 
transit shed to the balcony at its second 
floor level, or across the street and the 
lower floor of the transit shed directly 
to the ship side. The tractors, after dis- 
charging the loaded trucks, pick up 
trains of empty trucks left by previous 
tractors and carry same back to the 
storehouse. 

The elevators should be large and 
strong enough to carry at least four 
trucks at a time, such a number of 
trucks forming a train for one tractor. 
For efficient operation the capacity of 
elevators, and of cranes, if the latter are 
used, should be carefully proportioned 
to insure both operating to capacity, and 
a plan should be prepared for the opera- 
tion of tractors and trailers. 

In storehouses of three or four stories 
only, or in transit sheds, ordinary freight 


elevators equipped with safety doors are. 


usually found advantagevus. It is 
worthy of note, however, that in the 
Bush Terminals, in New York, eleva- 
tors are not generally used, the goods 
being lifted directly from the floor level 
by outside whips. In England goods are 
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frequently raised and lowered by verti- 
cal hoists installed in towers built on the 
outside of the buildings to protect the 
freight from the weather; roof cranes 
are also used for this purpose. 

The proper kind of equipment to use 
for loading and unloading ships is one 
which must be investigated with consid- 
erable care for any given project. The 
question of cranes versus cargo hoists 
worked by the ships equipment or by 
portable winches on shore sometimes 
with remote control is a vexed one and 
one upon which opinions differ. 

In many of the European ports shore 
cranes are used extensively, while such 
cranes are used but little in the United 
States. 

Reasons often-given for the more ex- 
tensive use of cranes in ports of Great 
Britain and continental Europe is the 
fact that a large proportion of the ships 
running to these points sail under the 
flag of the country in which the port is 
located and the crews are discharged on 
the arrival of the ship, hence are not 
available for keeping up steam for pro- 
viding power for the ship’s tackle. Also, 
that more of these ports are publicly 
owned and a more liberal amount of ex- 
pensive shore equipment is_ provided 
than would be the case if they were 
privately owned, as is so largely true of 
many of the ports of the United States. 

In the United States preference is 
usually given to cargo hoists operated 
by the ship’s tackle. In Manhattan 
nothing but cargo hoists are used for 
handling ocean steamship freight. Con- 
ditions here, however, are different from 
those abroad, for no railroad tracks are 
located on the wharf sills, and these 
sills are usually too narrow for crane 
operation. In some cases the outward 
track for the cranes is located on a so- 
called jetty or wall parallel to the wharf, 
and some twenty-five feet away from it. 
The waterway between this jetty and 
the main wharf can accommodate 
barges or canal boats which can be 
served by the crane. Ships tying up at 
such a wharf can load to or unload from 
other boats on both sides as well as the 
shore. 

In the modern storehouses tiering ma- 
chines are very extensively used for 
stacking the goods. 


Warehouse Design 


ha the design of storehouses particu- 
lar attention should be given to the 
strength of the floor. It is usually cus- 
tomary to design the lower floor to carry 
500 to 600 pounds per square foot, using 
this floor for heavy material, thus sav- 
ing the cost of carrying such material 
to and from the higher floors. 

A working strength of 300 pounds per 
square foot is usually ample for the up- 
per floors for storehouses handling mis- 
cellaneous commodities but they are fre- 
quently designed for smaller loads. 

The capacity of the floors per square 
foot should be carefully designated on 
each floor, although it must be admitted 
that workmen seldom give much atten- 


tion to such provisions, the author hav-. 
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At the State Pier, Portland, Me., transit sheds extend virtually the entire 
length on the 1000-foot pier on the side designed for overseas traffic. The pier 
has as yet no supporting warehouses 


ing seen loacs of 1000 pounds per square 
foot placed on floors designed for much 
smaller loads. The columns should also 
be numbered to facilitate the giving of 
storage orders. 

In planning storehouses considerable 
thought must be given to the distance 
apart of columns and to the space be- 
tween doors. This is particularly im- 
portant on the side served by railroad 
tracks in order that the car doors may 
come opposite the storehouse doors. On 
the water side of the most modern piers 
in this country it is customary to have 
the whole side of the transit shed formed 
by doors of the lift type, such as the 
Ogden or Kinnear doors. With such 
doors freight can be unloaded at any 
point and taken directly into the store- 
house. 

In England sliding doors are generally 
used and wooden doors have been found 
more economical to keep in repair, as 
by union rules the repairs to a metal 
door, even if comparatively simple, must 
be done by a complete gang of structural 
workers, whereas minor repairs can be 
made on wooden doors by individuals. 

The question of whether sprinklers 
should be used for fire protection pur- 
poses and what other fire extinguisher 
equipment should be adopted must be 
settled for the individual terminal. The 
loss which might result from fire in a 
large warehouse packed with combusti- 
ble goods is so great that it would seem 
as if in such buildings the most adequate 
protection available would be well worth 
while. 

In the Boston Army Supply Base, 
where supplies valued at approximately 
a billion dollars were to be stored and 
upon the regular shipment of which the 
maintenance of our armies in France 
might depend, every possible fire protec- 
tion device is used. Not only are the 
storehouses and transit sheds equipped 
with automatic sprinklers and _ stand- 
pipes, but hand chemical extinguishers, 
fire pails and fire hose are installed at 
various- points throughout the -buildings. 


A fire brigade is also located on the site, 
with motor apparatus consisting of a 
chemical engine, ladder truck and hose 
wagon. Powerful fire boats and other 
fire apparatus of the Boston fire depart- 
ment can reach the site in a few min- 
utes. The water supply is obtained from 
two separate services of the Boston sys- 
tem, one a high service system; and 
powerful fire pumps installed in the 
boiler house are equipped to maintain a 
high pressure in standpipes and hy- 
drants. 

In a plant of considerable magnitude 
a watchman’s system should be installed, 
and master keyed locks should be pro- 
vided so that the superintendent can 
have access to any portion of the plant. 

In the case of terminals constructed 
for a limited amount of traffic only it is 
not usually feasible to provide construc- 
tions of the character of those shown in 
the illustrations. For such conditions 
where passenger traffic need not be con- 
sidered one story transit sheds are often 
found to be the logical thing to con- 
struct. If passengers, particularly im- 
migrants, are to be taken care of, how- 
ever, it is desirable to have at least a 
portion of the transit shed two stories 
in height, the immigrant and other pas- 
senger accommodations being located in 
the second story. 

In the new State Pier at Portland, 
Me., Fig. 4, designed by the writer’s 
firm, the funds available were extremely 
limited but it was important to provide 
transit sheds extending practically the 
entire length of the 1000-foot pier on 
the side assigned to overseas traffic. 
These sheds were divided into two sec- 
tions, the outer one being of wooden con- 
struction one story in height and the in- 
ner one of steel construction two stories 
in height, with immigrant quarters on 
the second floor. 

This pier has as yet no supporting 
warehouses, but it is served by a con- 


- veyor gallery connected to the adjoin- 


ing elevators of the Grand Trunk Rail- 


- way, thus making it possible for ships 
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at the pier to obtain a bulk cargo of 
grain without changing berths. 

One of the important factors in deter- 
mining the adequacy of a terminal is 
the width of slips provided between 
piers. These slips should be of suffi- 
cient width to accommodate a ship of the 
largest size likely to use the port lying 
in the slips under consideration at each 
of the adjoining piers, with space on 
each side of each slip for barges to lie 
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while coaling the ship or being loaded or 
discharged. Unless the slips are of suf- 
ficient width to provide for such condi- 
tions trouble is bound to ensue. If the 
piers are long enough to dock two ships 
lengthwise the slips must be wide 
enough to provide for ships to enter and 
leave while ships are at the outer ends 
of the piers. 

The total width of pier and of the 
transit sheds is also a matter which 
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must be given adequate consideration. 
Frequently the pier shed is made too 
narrow to accommodate even a single 
ship’s cargo. 

In conclusion the writer wishes again 


to emphasize the great importance of . 


making adequate engineering investiga- 
tion, in advance of choice of site as 
well as construction, of the many prob- 
lems affecting the adequacy and effi- 
ciency of the terminals. 


Pooling Shipments and Eliminating Draying Cut Costs at 
Tire Distribution Terminal in Minneapolis 


NE of the great tire distributing 

centers of a wide territory is located 
in the storage plant of the Northwestern 
Terminal Co., Minneapolis. 

Speeding up deliveries on less than 
carload lots of tires and other com- 
modities is a subject which received 
practical attention at the Northwestern’s 
warehouse. Time and money are saved 
every day through the plan of pooling 
shipments and eliminating drayage. 

Under the company’s loading platform 
2 tunnel runs the entire length of the 
terminal structures. This tunnel is 
broad, well paved, well lighted, and 
painted white. Elevators pass through 
each store room and open into the tunnel 
and onto the loading platform one floor 
above. 

Through this tunnel go all mail, 
express, city deliveries and outbound 
shipments in less than carload lots. A 
standard shipping room truck is loaded 
with outbound less than carload freight. 
It is then placed with other trucks on

an elevator and sent to the tunnel in 
the basement. Here it is parked at a 
spot designated for that purpose. Soon 
an electric tractor that is handling a 
train of similar trucks from stations 
farther up the line comes along and 
picks up the truck. 

These trucks have automatic couplers 
and hook together on contact. Then the 
tiny train starts off and takes its freight 
to the “head house,” at one end of the 
first unit of the terminal. Elevators 
raise the trucks to the distributing floor. 
Several stations open onto this floor— 
the terminal express station, the ter- 
minal mail station, the drayage station 
for city deliveries, and a railroad freight 
station served by nine carriers. 

A circular chute has been constructed 
around the elevators. Gravity carries 
an empty truck back to the terminal in 
eleven seconds and the tractors then take 
them back to the tenants. Outbound 
traffic goes down one side of the tunnel; 
empty trucks return along the other. 


Minneapolis. 


This task of transferring less than 
ecarload freight is performed by the 
terminal company for its tenants at 
cost. The average haul to the freight 
station is 800 feet and the tunnel system 
is so well organized that only two men 
are required to keep it in full operation. 

Once a customer has run its trucks 
into the tunnel, its part is done. After 
that it is up to A. W. Trenholm, Jr., 
operating manager of the Northwestern 
Terminal Co. He directs the shipments, 
pooling them whenever possible. If one 
railroad does not give prompt service, 
he turns the business over to another 
of the carriers. 

The territory service by the North- 
western’s tire distributing service em- 
braces Minnesota, the Dakotas, Montana, 
the upper peninsula of Michigan, north- 
western Wisconsin, norteastern Ne- 
braska and northern Iowa. 

It is estimated that $100,000,000 worth 
of tires are distributed through Minne- 
apolis in a year’s time.

Handling the Truck Fleet 


By PHIuLip L. SNIFFIN 


OW many storage warehouse owners fully appreci- 
ate that their motor truck system represents one 
phase of the business that is constantly in direct 

contact with their customers and with the general public? 
What does it mean when we stop to consider that the 
public and, more particularly, the concern’s own custom- 
ers, will very likely base their estimates of the entire 
organization upon the impression they receive from the 
way the trucks are operated? | 

Truck costs are very important factors also in acquir- 
ing new business from day to day. Price competition 
often rules out the concern which is extravagant in its 
truck operation, for this extravagance must be passed 
cn in the price charged for the service, if the concern 
is to do business at a satisfactory profit. 

Costs will be high or low and public impression will be 


good or bad, depending altogether upon the amount of 
study and practical judgment applied to the use of the 
trucks. The best commodities or services in the world 
may fail to give satisfaction if deliveries are slow or 
uncertain, or if goods are received in a damaged con- 
dition. 

Like so many other phases of modern business, a 
study of truck operating methods often lends itself 
better to practice than it does to theory. Constant ex- 
perimenting and watching other concerns’ methods are 
very productive in gaining the best results. 

It is for this reason that the writer believes it will 
be of interest and value to pass on in this article the 
advice given by a man who is in charge of one of the 
largest and most carefully organized motor truck fleets 
in the country. 





‘coe points of advice, which are 
based on the actual experience of 
N. J. Smith, superintendent for the Con- 
sumers Company of Chicago, have been 
divided into 21. suggestions which, he 
considers, are responsible for the suc- 
cess of his own fleet and which may be 
similarly applied to any warehouse own- 
er’s business, no matter what the type 
of the trucks or the size of the fleet 
may be. 

1. Your Needs. One of the most im- 
portant considerations in transportation 
problems is the selection of proper equip- 
ment as determined by the character of 
the service. The weight and bulk of 
the goods to be handled are also impor- 
tant; with due consideration of length 
of haul, number of stops, condition of 
streets and pavements, contcur of ter- 
ritory served, etc. 

It is important to choose the type 
best suited to the service. Our business 
involves heavy duty hauling, and our 
trucks are nearly all 2%, 5 and 7% ton 
capacity. The 7% ton machines consti- 
tute about 75 per cent of our entire fleet 
and handle approximately 80 per cent 
of our entire tonnage. For light haul- 
ing on the other hand, the smaller unit 
will probably prove more economical. 
The business of the Consumers Co. in 
Chicago is the retail distribution of coal, 
ice and building materials. The tonnage 
is large, making heavy loads desirable. 

2. Capacity Needed. Every man 
whose duty it is to supervise the trans- 
portation and delivery service of his 
company should decide, after careful 
study of the problem, the size and type 
of truck best suited to his needs, and 
then stick to it. Furthermore, just as 
few sizes as possible should be chosen;

rt‘ HIS is the twenty-third of a 

series of articles by Mr. Sniffin 
in relation to motor truck opera- 
tion, and presents twenty-one sug- 
gestions based on the actual expe- 
rience of the superintendent of one 
of the largest and most carefully 
operated truck fleets in the coun- 
try. These suggestions cover needs, 
capacity, selection, stability, stand- 
ardization, repairs, inspection, 
cleanliness, fuel economy, driver 
education and other fundamentals.

all of one make if practicable. This 
will greatly simplify maintenance and 
repair, which, in my opinion, is the issue 
upon which motor transportation as 
against horse-drawn equipment must 
stand or fall. 

3. Seleet Trucks. In the selection of 
the particular motor equipment which 
is to be purchased, careful attention 
should be given to the general construc- 
tion, as well as to the details of sev- 
eral of the more important units. The 


size and construction of the frame should 
be considered, and special attention given 
to motor, transmission, springs, front 
and rear axles, ignition equipment, etc. 

4. Factory Stability Another impor- 
tant point is the business organization 
behind the truck which you propose to 
buy. Financial responsibility and busi- 
ness integrity are absolutely essential in 
the selling and servicing of a truck if 
the buyer is to have complete satisfac- 
ton. Furthermore, the company should 
be one that has been in the business 
for some time, well established and like- 
ly to remain for a long time to come. 
Don’t be left with an orphan truck on 
your hands, for repair parts are frequent- 
ly hard to get and its second-hand value 
is practically nil. 

5. Standardize Fleet. When a truck 
has been chosen as a result of the pains- 
taking study outlined, stick to it unless 
you are absolutely sure a mistake has 
been made. Our experience in the opera- 
tion, maintenance and repair of a large 
fleet of heavy-duty trucks points most 
strongly toward the standardization of 
truck equipment. At one time our com- 
pany owned and operated twenty-three 
different makes of trucks. At present we 
have only five, and some of these will be 
gradually eliminated, and we will con- 
centrate on one or two makes only. 

6. Repair Methods. My experience in 
the use of motor trucks has confirmed 
me in the opinion that factory produc- 
tion methods must be used in repair work 
if efficiency is to be realized and costs 
kept down. Imagine, if you can, a fac- 
tory trying to build twenty-three dif- 
ferent kinds of trucks all at the same 
time. You know that it would be abso- 
lutely impossible. Then how can the 
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user of the trucks hope to standardize 
his repair methods if confronted with 
such diversified equipment? We find five 
makes much too many, and I hope the 
time will come when we can concen- 
trate on a single make of truck. Then, 
and not till then, will we reduce our 
repair costs to a minimum. 

7. Engine Overhaul. In our effort 
to introduce factory production methods 
into our truck repair work we have in- 
stalled a modern shop equipped with the 
best tools available. The overhauling and 
rebuilding of motors is done in a sepa- 
rate part of the shop, where men experi- 
enced and specially skilled in the mo- 
tor work are employed. This section of 
the shop is supplied with all the special 
tools and equipment required in motor 
work, such as_ vise-benches, engine 
stands, presses, aligning tools, boring 
bars, jigs, valve grinding machines, etc. 


Inspection 


8. Shop Inspection. When a truck is 
brought into the shop for repair our 
foreman or head mechanic makes a care- 
ful inspection and a note of every item 
needing attention. All this is entered on 
a shop form or work ticket made out 
in detail, and is of great assistance in 
keeping track of truck repairs, since it 
goes to the shop office after the repairs 
are finished. 

If the motor needs overhauling or re- 
building, it is taken out of the frame. 
This gives an excellent opportunity for 
a thorough inspection of the frame and 
chassis and other parts of the machine. 
Spring clips, body bolts and frame bolts 
are tightened up, springs and spring 
shackles inspected and repaired when 
found necessary, brakes looked after, and 
all other repairs and adjustments which 
a thorough inspection can reveal are 
attended to. 

9. Unit Repairs. While this work is 
going’ on, a rebuilt engine, one or more 
of which we nearly always have on hand 
in the shop is made ready and installed 
in the truck. A rebuilt transmission 
may also be installed if found neces- 
sary. 

In this way the truck will be back in 
service in two or three days, a result 
made possible by the fact that we had a 
rebuilt motor and transmission all ready 
to slip into place as soon as the damaged 
ones had been removed. Such a result 
would be impossible without standardized 
truck equipment. 

10. Cleaning Engine. The motor just 
taken out is dismantled, and placed in a 
cleaning tank where it is thoroughly 
cleaned and air dried. The parts are 
placed in a large box made specially for 
the purpose and taken to the motor room. 
Here they are inspected and the ones 
needing replacement are listed and the 
list sent to the stock room, where a com- 
plete line of repair parts is kept. 

Note once more the value of standard- 
ization. It would be impossible to keep 
on hand a complete line of repair parts 
for several different makes of trucks, 
without tying up in unproductive form 
a prohibitive amount of capital. As a 
result only a few repair parts are on 
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hand, and valuable time is frequently lost 
waiting for needed parts to come from 
the factory. But when only one or two 
makes of trucks are used, repair parts 
are at once available in the stock room 
and no time is lost in getting the repairs 
started. 

11. Repairing Engine. Work starts 
immediately on the damaged motor. The 
case is placed on a suitable engine stand, 
and if new bearings are to be used they 
are bored out with a special boring bar 
to a fraction of a thousandth part of an 
inch, thus leaving very little metal for 
scrapping. While this is being done the 
connecting rod bearings are bored out, 
pistons and rings fitted to cylinders, 
valves and seats ground with special 
grinding machines, water pump and oil 
pumps taken care of, and valve lifter as- 
semblies inspected and put in shape. 

All this can be done with a good me- 
chanic’s helper, and if two or three motor 
men are used the same helper can get 
the foregoing parts ready for installa- 
tion, supplying them to the mechanics as 
needed. Such results, however, can be 
secured only by having correct tools and 
equipment. Otherwise the mechanics 
will spend much time doing what the 
helper should be able to do. 

12. Shop Signs. Our mechanics and 
helpers are taught cleanliness by the use 
of appropriate signs on the walls, which 
read: “Clean Tools Make Clean Me- 
chanics”; “Throw Oily and Greasy Waste 
and Rags in Refuse Cans”; “Keep 
Benches and Floor Clean.” 

We assist in the effort for cleanliness 
by providing some one to keep grease and 
oil off the floor and refuse cans emptied 
regularly. 

A neat, clean shop is of value in pro- 
ducing more careful and efficient work- 
men, not to mention the reduced fire haz- 
ard through the regular removal of com- 
bustible refuse. 

13. Unit Service. Through our sys- 
tem of truck standardization we find it 
possible to use the special unit system 
in our repair parts, such as motor, trans- 
mission, clutch, steering gear assembly, 
and occasionally a front axle, ready for 
any emergency which may arise. This 
system eliminates the necessity for lay- 
ing up a truck for several days or weeks 
waiting for parts. The initial cost of 
the different units is small compared to 
the saving effected in getting repairs 
made quickly and the truck back at work 
on the streets. 


In the Garage 


14. Garage Force. While we recog- 
nize that the best of trucks will need 
more or less repair work from time to 
time, we use every possible effort to keep 
repair work down to a minimum. In the 
garage we maintain a force of inspectors, 
lubricators, mechanics, and washers. By 
a careful inspection of all trucks at regu- 
lar intervals we endeavor to anticipate 
our troubles and so keep our equipment 
out of the repair shop. If minor repairs 
and adjustments are made promptly the 
truck will be kept out of the repair shop 
and a large percentage of major repairs 
will be eliminated. 
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15. Gearing System. Our trucks are 
greased and oiled systematically, no part 
being overlooked, or omitted, because 
perhaps a grease cup is in a position 
difficult to get at. Our inspection is very 
thorough and in the hands of competent 
and conscientious men, and if anyone 
in the garage force slights his work he 
is soon found out. 

The work of greasing and oiling is 
divided among several crews, because we 
have found that it results in better work 
at less cost. Transmission, universal 
joints, and wheel bearings are taken care 
of by one crew; grease cups, oil cups, 
etc., are looked after by another, and 
motor oil by a third crew. 


Oil Testing 


16. Test Oils. We pay a great deal 
of attention to the choice of oils and 
grease. We have made a careful test 
of our lubricants, both in the laboratory 
and in actual service, and believe that 
we have chosen the best for our particu- 
lar needs. Crankcase oils are changed 
at regular intervals and on a mileage 
basis. We do not feel that this is the 
correct basis for changing oils, but is 
the only one that we have found can 
safely be left to the garage force to 
carry out. 

We believe that quality and condition 
of the lubricating oil is the only safe 
guide, but among the means for ascer- 
taining its quality which have thus far 
come to our attention none in our opin- 
ion is entirely satisfactory when left to 
the garage man. 

17. Wash Trucks. Frequent washing 
of trucks is a point to which we attach 
considerable importance. In bad weather 
they are washed every night, first be- 
cause it preserves the paint, and second 
because it improves the appearance of 
the machine. We believe that the ap- 
pearance of our equipment counts for 
something in our business. 

A clean truck is a good advertisement; 
it creates a good impression in the mind 
of the public and helps to secure better 
drivers. 

Our ice wagons and trucks in particu- 
lar are always clean, usually with a new 
or nearly new coat of paint. The whole 
appearance of the equipment spells 
cleanliness, an important point to keep 
in mind in connection with a domestic 
commodity like ice. 

18. Save Gasoline. We have a man 
who devotes a large part of his time to 
saving gasoline. By keeping carbureters 
properly adjusted, ignition systems in 
good repair, and the general condition 
of the whole truck up to standard, we 
have been able to effect substantial sav- 
ings in gasoline; in January, 1923, we in- 
creased the miles per gallon 37 per cent 
over the rate of 1920, with a net saving 
to the company of $3,743.46 on gasoline 
alone. We are also watching our lubri- 
cating oil closely, and, while we always 
make sure that a motor is properly lubri- 
cated, by eliminating waste of oil we 
have béen able to increase the miles per 
gallon of oil. 

In the purchase of gasoline and lubri- 
cating oils we have also been able to 
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effect substantial savings. We have in- 
stalled sufficient gasoline storage capac- 
ity so that we are able to buy in tank 
car lots, which gives a considerable sav- 
ing over tank wagon prices. We take 
precautions against the waste of oil and 
gasoline, especially in handling, and be- 
lieve that we have reduced these losses 
to a minimum. 

19. Select Drivers. The best truck 
obtainable, maintained in the most thor- 
ough and careful manner, may fail to 
give good service if driven by a careless 
or ignorant operator. We use great care 
in the selection of our drivers and see 
that they are properly instructed in their 
duties before they are put in charge of a 
truck. When a man is employed he is 
first turned over to a competent mechanic 
who instructs him in his duties. 

We do not consider it necessary that a 
driver be a mechanic himself or even to 
be thoroughly familiar with the me- 
chanical details of the various parts. 
Some of our best men knew absolutely 
nothing about a motor truck when they

came to us, but they were instructed in 
the proper care and operation of the ma- 
chine, and today we are proud of them 
because they have proved far more effi- 
cient than some who claimed full knowl- 
edge of the mechanical parts of a truck. 


Driver Education 


20. Teach Drivers. It pays to spend 
time and patience in the instruction of 
drivers. Often a truck is ruined in a 
short time or has to undergo expensive 
repairs because of the ignorance of the 
driver. Repairs are expensive not only 
because of the direct cost, but also be- 
cause of the loss of the truck’s earning 
power while it is in the shop. 

A truck in the repair shop is a liabil- 
ity, not an asset, and very often the 
driver is to blame for transferring it 
from one side of the ledger to the other. 
He should be taught that he is operating 
an expensive piece of machinery, repre- 
senting an investment of someone’s 
money, and that dividends must be earned 
on that money or he will be out of a job. 
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21. Obey Laws. We imstruct our 
drivers to obey to the letter all the city 
and State laws and ordinances. Many 
truck drivers are prone to disregard the 
traffic regulations. They are operating 
big, powerful machines and have little 
to fear from other traffic either for their 
own safety or that of their trucks. But 
trucks must not be a menace to safety 
on the public streets, and drivers must 
be taught “safety first.” Not safety for 
themselves alone, but safety for all who 
use the streets. 

On the other hand drivers should be 
made to feel that the company stands 
solidly behind them so long as they do 
their duty and follow instructions. This 
will give them confidence in the perform- 
ance of their duties and produce a body 
of men who are glad to be in the com- 
pany’s employ, and will work hard for 
its interests. 

The common purpose of the entire or- 
ganization is service to the customer, 
and in this the truck driver has an im- 
portant part. 


Cold Storage Plants to Close Doors 


HE balance sheet of only one of the 

Chicago cold storage warehouses 
which publishes balance sheets showed a 
profit during 1923, according to an arti- 
cle in The Produce News commenting on 
the closing down of the plant of the 
Calumet Refrigerating Co., Chicago. 

This article, distributed to the cold 
storage members of the American Ware- 
housemen’s Association by the A. W. A. 
cold storage division’s executive secre- 
tary, Ralph C. Stokell, Chicago, states 
that this is the fifth cold storage ware- 
house in Chicago to close within a year’s 
time. 

“This fact,” the article comments, “in- 
tensifies the warning issued in The Pro- 
duce News several times within the past 
six months that unless the warehouses 
are afforded some relief in the way of 
living rates, more will go out of busi- 
ness. If this happens, the local trade 
will be confronted by a shortage of 
warehouse space, and consequent stilted 
rates will be found in place of those 
which are now too low. 

“During the past year plants aggregat- 
ing 8,500,000 cubic feet have been closed 
in this city. Some would argue that this 
is a surplus of space, but in the period 
after the war every bit of this available 
space was filled. The closing of this 
house, as well as that of the four others, 
should be a distinct warning to the trade 
of the danger of non-living rates. 

“The balance sheet of only one of the 
Chicago warehouses which publish bal- 
ance sheets shows a profit during 1923. 
The rest all show that they had eaten 
into their surplus to keep operating. 
Warehouse stocks which once were worth 
almost $200 a share are now worth $50 


a share, because they cannot pay divi- 
dends at the present rates. 

“The first of the local warehouses to 
close was the Union Cold Storage Co., 
the plant of which at Sixteenth and State 
Streets was one of the oldest that has 
served the trade. This plant on the St. 
Charles Airline, containing over 1,500,- 
000 cubic feet, was the first to close 
because of the impossibility to make a 
profit. 


Other Closings 


“The State Street house of the West- 
ern Cold Storage Co. was discontinued 
this spring because the Western could 
not get a renewal of its lease on the 
property at a figure that would pay a 
profit at present rates of income: They 
found it better business to abandon the 
insulated warehouse and the machinery 
to the lessor rather than continue at a 
loss. This plant contained 1,500,000 cubic 
feet of the nearest accessible space to 
the produce trade. 

“The next plant to close was the big 
warehouse in the Soo Terminal, which 
was put in operation about eight years 
ago, and which, at that time, was de- 
clared to be the most modern of ware- 
house space. It carried the lowest in- 
surance rate at that time, and could be 
operated most efficiently because the en- 
tire plant was on one floor. However, 
the Chicago Warehouse, owners of the 
property, had to lease out the space as 
common storage space because it could 
not be operated profitably at present 
rates. This plant contained 3,500,000 cu- 
bic feet. 

“Saturday was the last day on which 
the trade was permitted to remove goods 


from the Lake Shore Cold Storage on 
the Illinois Central tracks at Twenty- 
seventh Street. This was formerly the 
plant of the Conrad Seipp Brewing Co., 
which was converted into cold storage 
after prohibition. This plant was con- 
structed when building was cheap, and 
tke balance sheet evidently carried it at 
much below its replacement value. Even 
at these reduced figures the plant could 
not be operated at a profit, and announce- 
ment of its closing was made early this 
spring, and the trade was given until 
Saturday to remove goods stored there- 
in.” 

The plant of the Calumet Refrigerat- 
ing Co., located on the Pennsylvania 
tracks at Twenty-sixth and Alexander 
Streets, contained 1,250,000 cubic feet 
of space. It was formerly a brewing 
building and was converted after prohibi- 
tion went into effect. 


New Brooklyn Company 


B. F. Lenihan, formerly general mana- 
ger of the Pioneer Fireproof Storage 
Warehouses, Brooklyn, and J. J. Muldoon, 
prominent in Brooklyn’s trucking indus- 
try, have organized the Franklin Fire- 
proof Warehouses, Inc., with offices at 
73 Rockwell Place, Brooklyn. 

The new company has acquired a rein- 
forced concrete fireproof building at 316- 
318 Twenty-second Street for fireproof 
storage and have taken over a building 
at 267-269 Prospect Street for non-fire- 
proof storage. 

The business will be devoted exclu- 
sively to the removal, storing and pack- 
ing of household goods. 
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FROM THE LEGAL VIEWPOINT

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Warehousemen’s Lien Claim Is Upheld 
by New York Supreme Court 


question of warehouse receipt procedure as to lien 

was involved has been brought to the attention of 
the legal department of Distribution & Warehousing by 
Ralph C. Stokell, Chicago, executive secretary of the cold 
storage division of the American Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation. It follows: 

“Justice Charles L. Guy of the Supreme Court handed 
down a decision on July 17 in favor of the Merchants Re- 
frigerating Co. against D. N. Lightfoot & Sons, Spring- 
field, Mo., in a litigation which had been pending for some 
time.

“The second counter claim was asserted because the 
Merchants Refrigerating Co. had refused to deliver on 
Lightfoot’s order another carload of eggs, asserting their 
right to a lien on this car for charges resulting from other 
transactions. 

“The decision of Judge Guy dismisses both of Light- 
foot’s counter claims, holding that the Merchants Refriger- 
ating Co. did perform its contract to examine the car in 
question for top breakage and did repack the cases show- 
ing top breakage and also the company had a right to 
hold the second car in question for charges resulting from 
a former transaction.

of loss of any article or package listed 
on the receipt while in our warehouse, 
etc., unless the value is declared at time 
of storing, noted on the receipt and a 
higher storage rate paid. 

We have had no cases on this point, 
but several times it has been said that 
our attempt to limit our liability was 
illegal. Will you pease give us your 
opinion on this?—A. J. L., Detroit, Mich. 

Answer: A warehouseman, like any 
other person who has the custody of 
the property of others, can contract 
for exemption from loss, liability or 
injury to the goods in his care from 
any cause, except where the loss or 
injury is caused by his fraud or gross 
negligence. 

In one case, cheese was received by 
a warehouseman, “To be stored at own- 
er’s risk,” and the warehouseman was 
not to be responsible for damage or loss 
caused by certain specified matters, or 
“From any other cause whatever.” The 
cheese was kept in too low a tempera- 
ture and the jury found there was want 
of skill. It was held that there was 
nothing to do away with the owner’s 
risk clause, for, although the act was 
intentionally done, that did not amount 
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to wilful misconduct, so the warehouse- 
man was not responsible. 

Whether a particular cause of loss 
or injury is within a contract provision 
exempting the warehouseman from lia- 
bility depends upon the terms of the 
contract and is a question of construc- 
tion. 

The limited liability clause should be 
specific and include in its term all acts 
from which the warehouseman wishes 
to be relieved. 

Ordinarily a clause exempting from 
liability for loss or injury due to par- 
ticular causes does not exempt from 
liability in the case of negligence even 
if the warehouseman contract for ex- 
emption from liability or negligence. 


Bill of Lading Ruling 


HEN a railroad makes delivery of 

a shipment without taking up the 

bill of lading, it is responsible for the 

actual value of the goods at the point 

of destination on the date of delivery.— 

Hatch vs. New York Central Railroad 

Co., New York Supreme Court, 203 
N. Y. Supp. 807. 

The plaintiff shipped a carload of

wheat to a consignee at Baldwinsville, 
N. Y., on an order bill of lading. The 
bill of lading, with a sight draft for 
$2,347.93 attached, was forwarded to 
the State Exchange Bank. The wheat 
was delivered to the consignee, but the 
bill of lading was not taken up. 

Subsequently the bill of lading and 
the sight of draft were returned to 
the plaintiff by the bank. Thereupon 
the plaintiff sued the defendant railroad 
to recover damages for the unauthor- 
ized delivery of the goods. 

The plaintiff contended that the meas- 
ure of the damages to which he was 
entitled was the amount of the sight 
draft. The defendant, on the other 
hand, contended that it was liable for 
no more than the actual value of the 
goods at the point of destination on 
the date of delivery. 

The Court held that the defendant’s 
contention was correct and awarded the 
plaintiff the value of the goods at des- 
tination. The Court said: 

“TI have not been referred to, and 
do not find, any New York State au- 
thority exactly in point. However, I 
have reached the conclusion that the 
defendant’s claim is correct. Even 
though the rule I am about to announce

might sometimes (even, perhaps, in the 
instant case) result in preventing the 
consummation of a ‘good sale,’ still the 
rule contended for by the plaintiff might 
often result in permitting a gross fraud 
to be perpetrated. I do not at all in- 
timate that such a situation exists in 
the case at bar. If the amount of the 
sight draft were less than the destina- 
tion value of the goods, of course, the 
former should be the measure of dam- 
ages. But to ever require a carrier to 
pay for such an unauthorized delivery 
of goods any amount in excess of the 
value of the property would be punitive 
and altogether unfair. 

“IT award the plaintiff $1,584, with 
interest thereon from July 2, 1921, 
amounting to $1,844.57 to date. This 
is the stipulated value of the goods at 
destination, the proper locus of valua- 
tion (McCaull-Dinsmore Co. vs. Chi- 
cago, M. & St. P. R. Co. [D.C.], 252 
Fed. 664), and the proper measure of 
damages as_ distinguished from the 
amount of the sight draft. Belden vs. 
Boston & M. R. Co., 88 Vt. 300, 92 Atl. 
212; Louisville & N. R. Co. vs. Hartwell, 
99 Fy.. 436, 36 S. W. 183, 38 S. W. 
1041.” 











(Kan.) When bailor has proved

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Blakeslee’s Storage Warehouses, 


Chicago 


LAKESLEE’S STORAGE WAREHOUSES, 

operated by Robert Shine and D. J. Shine, Jr., 
one of the oldest storage companies in Chicago de- 
voted to the storage of household goods, have begun 
construction of a new fireproof furniture warehouse 
—at 4904-10 West Washington Street. The com- 
pany has been in business forty-four years at 15-19 
South Western Avenue. 


The new plant will have a frontage of 75 feet on 
West Madison Street and will extend 100 feet deep. 
It is to be six stories and basement in height and 
have a gross floor area of 52,500 square feet. The 
rulings of the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
have been followed in order to obtain the lowest 
possible insurance rates. The building is to be of 
reinforced concrete flat slab construction, with 13- 
inch brick inclosing walls. 


The lower portion of the front elevation facing 
West Madison Street will be of glazed colored terra 





cotta and the upper portion of light cream-colored 
face brick, with glazed terra cotta coping and ornaments to harmonize with the lower section. 


On either side of the office entrance, which is at the center of the building, are columns of polished 
granite, with the office front of ornamental cast iron finished in verde antique. The remainder of the 
front first floor is divided into shops for retail trade, with fronts finished in copper and plate glass. 


The office is two stories in height, with walls and ceilings finished in Portland cement plaster; floors 
finished in terrazzo laid out in alternate black and cream-colored squares to match the walls and counter; 
and the counter top and face of York fossil marble with highly polished surfaces. All the office doors are 
finished in black baked enamel. Thus the whole effect is a pleasing combination of black and cream. 


The trunk and rug vaults are located on either side of the rear first floor, leaving the center of this 
floor available for the shipping room and a large freight elevator. The loading platform is at the rear 
of this floor, the vans entering a one-story loading shed at the rear of the warehouse, from an alley run- 
ning parallel with West Madison Street. 


The front second floor is devoted to the storage of pianos in a heated and plastered piano room, and 
the rear of this floor is available for open storage. The third floor also is an open one. The three upper 
floors are divided into individual compartments for storage of separate lots of household goods. 


The basement extends under the entire building and contains a well lighted and ventilated packing 
room, drivers’ lavatory, excelsior room, boiler and coal room, and open storage. 


Other features are an automatic push-button passenger elevator on which customers may be taken from 
the office to any floor; a complete system of inter-communicating house telephones; floors, ceilings and 
walls painted to eliminate dust; and a vapor-vacuum system of heating for all portions of the building. 


This warehouse was designed by and is being erected under the supervision of George S. Kingsley, 
registered architect of Chicago and New York.

6 bees accompanying illustration shows what can be done in the way of 
remodelling an old building that is fireproof. This structure—one 
of the plants of Day & Meyer, Murray & Young, Inc., New York City— 
was erected in 1896, which is considerably prior to the time when modern 
warehouses were designed as they are today. Remodelling has thor- 
oughly modernized the building, both in appearance and usefulness. 


This warehouse is of reinforced concrete construction, thoroughly 
fireproof. The entire interior and exterior have been changed so that all 
floors consist of private rooms inclosed with tile partitions and iron fire 


doors. 


The offices will be of trimmed marble. The rug vaults have been 


lined with cedar and protected by heavy steel vault doors. 


A silver vault has been installed, and a modern passenger elevator 
has been placed in operation for the convenience of the customers. 


The front elevation of the old building has been entirely removed— 
replaced by a design of simple Gothic architecture. It is artistically 
treated with a blood red pressed brick trimmed with buff and blue Bed- 





ford limestone. 


The first floor windows are protected with grilled steel bars of Verdi antique finish, suggesting security 
as well as adding beauty to the building. 


The main entrance at the left is set in a fifteen-foot arch of Gothic design, with an arched transom 
effect at the top, flood-lighting lobby and main offices. The treatment of this entrance is of cast iron and 
bronze, adding to the architectural appearance of the front of the building. At the right side this arch 
is duplicated, forming an entrance to building, fire well and basement. 


The entrance to the freight elevator is placed midway between the two arches and is treated with cut 
stone and cast iron, and does not detract from the artistic design of the front elevation. 


The rejuvenation of the building has been handled in a way so as to use all the columns, walls and 
floors, and to bring forth a product comparing with the most modern household goods structure of today. 


The building will be completed about the middle of September.

Reduce Rates and Lower 
or 


Maintain Prices and Improve 
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SERVICE? 


By FRED S. KEDNEY, 
President, Kedney Warehouse Co., Minneapolis 


HOULD we reduce our services in order to effect re- 
duction in rates, or keep an even price level and 
improve our services? Which will be a greater bene- 

fit to the public? Which will do the more for our pro- 
fession? 

I maintain that the greatest possibilities for the exten- 
sion of our business lies in the enlarging of our scope, 
which is another way of saying—improving our service. 

Business with most of us has been falling off pretty 
steadily since 1920. Many buildings beside our own have 
been made empty by the same causes, with the result that 
the supply of warehouse space has greatly increased at 
the same time that the demand has fallen off. 

During the same period taxes have increased by an 


unprecedented ratio, and our other items of expense, such 
as labor and supplies, have not decreased appreciably. 

Also during this same period the services rendered by 
public warehousemen have advanced considerably with a 
proportionate increase in operating expense. 

In short, there have been no factors in the cost of good 
warehousing which would justify a general price reduc- 
tion. I am not going to svend any time to defend this 
point, although I am very well aware that there has been 
an almost universal weakening of rates. The main point 
I wish to bring out—or should I say drive in?—is this: 

More business will accrue to the warehouse industry in 
the long run by a general improvement in service than by 
a general rate reduction!

business is the storage and dis- 
tribution of manufactured specialties.

In the light of the discussion on adver- 
tising don’t forget that the manufactur- 
ers have their conventions and the more 
they like our service the more they are 
going to boost the warehouse method. of 
distribution.

The keener his competition the 
more important of course is his ware- 
house connection and the larger the ter- 
ritory he will want to cover. 

He has in a certain large market a 
warehouse that has handled his stocks 
for years. This warehouse of course is 
familiar with his entire line—knows the 
kinks of his business—knows his cus- 
tomers and how to handle them. 

Remember it is the warehouseman who 
forms the point of contact with his cus- 
tomer—has an efficient office force who 
keep his records accurately and without

The shipper of household 
goods is not a regular shipper. He may 
use your lines but once or twice in a 
lifetime, but his opinion of your ,rail- 
road and of railroads in general may be 
formed almost wholly by the condition 
in which his furniture reaches destina- 
tion. If his goods go through undam- 
aged, you have made a friend for your 
railroad. If his furniture arrives 
broken, due to lack of proper packing, 
you cannot ‘square’ the railroad with 
him by paying the damage in money, 
nor will an explanation that ‘the packing 
was at fault’ satisfy. Why? 

“Because his furniture is a PER- 
SONAL MATTER with him. His house- 
hold goods have a sentimental value to 
him personally far beyond their actual 
money value. A man may lose merchan- 
dise in transit and be satisfied with a 
money settlement, but not so with his 
personal household effects that may have 
included precious heirlooms or senti- 
mental keepsakes. It is safe to assume 
that the shipper of household goods does 
‘not wish to convert them into cash, else 
he would not be shipping them. And he 
usually knows that if they are damaged 
or lost, his goods will be appraised, in a 
settlement, only on their market value 
or under the limited valuation declared 
by him in the bill of lading contract. 

“So it is that respect for this senti- 
ment will make lifelong friends for 
your railroad of the thousands of ship- 
pers of household goods—70,000 carload 
and a great many more L. C. L. shippers 
last year—and you can give an active 
demonstration of your appreciation of

this by helping to distribute the en- 
closed leaflet, ‘Expert Packing Insures 
Safe Transportation of Household 
Goods.’*

who inquire about shipping their goods.

“‘The Packing and Preparation of 
Household Goods for Storage and Ship- 
ment’ is the title of a pamphlet pub- 
lished by the National Furniture Ware- 
housemen’s Association, covy of which is 
enclosed with their compliments. It 
shows the extreme care exercised by the 
expert packer in preparing goods for 
shipment, and that the owner or amateur 
packer cannot hope to acquire the ‘know- 
how’ to do a good job. 

“Also enclosed is a list of ‘Suggestions 
for Loading Household Goods in Cars’ 
which represents the best practice of 
certain members of the National Furni- 
ture Warehousemen’s Association, based 
upon many years of experience in the 
loading of household goods. If this traf- 
fic moves over your road in considerable 
volume, will you please have copies of 
these suggestions distributed to the 
principal loading, transfer and destina- 
tion points, consult warehousemen also, 
and favor the committee with your sug- 
gestions for any changes therein so that 
proper recommendation as to adoption 
as recommended standard practice may 
be made to the Transportation Division, 
A. R.A.

be obtained if the prevention depart- 
ments, where practicable, will assign 
trained men exclusively to the inspec- 
tion of household goods and new furni- 
ture, and have special inspections made 
by foremen at the important delivery 
points. Carloads received and delivered 
at warehouse and on team tracks should 
have special attention, because many 
shipments are being received without 
any packing at all, or very poorly 
packed. Violations of the Classification 
are one of the main causes of claims and 
dissatisfaction and should be reported to 
loading carrier. Numerous instances of 
damage to carloads of household goods 
due to lack of dunnage at the doorway 
are reported.

“This feature should be _ observed. 


“A special form of damage report for 
the use of inspectors during September 
(and October, if possible) will be dis- 
tributed prior to Sentember first. It 
will provide for compiling much-needed 
data in detail covering the kind of fur- 
niture, method of packing and crating, 
parts broken, and cause of damage. A 
great deal of damage to new furniture 
results from inadequate packing. Intelli- 
gent recommendations cannot be made 
without this information. This data is 
to be assembled and analyzed by A. R. A. 

“The chief causes of damage to house- 
hold goods were covered in prevention 
bulletins issued in connection with the 
campaign last year. Copies will be 
mailed on request.

Philadelphia Truck Parade 


The storage warehouse and merchan-

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SCHWAB TO MANUFACTURE 
6-WHEEL MOTOR TRUCKS 


HARLES M. SCHWAB, chairman of 

the Bethlehem Steel Corporation 
and a director in ten other corporations, 
including several banks, has assumed 
the chairmanship of a new corporation 
known as the Six Wheel Co., which will 
manufacture six-wheel motor trucks and 
busses. 

The Six Wheel Co. is a Philadelphia 
concern, and the six-wheel truck or bus 
it produces is described as a distinct de- 
parture in automobile engineering. The 
four rear wheels are assembled in one 
unit, similar to the assembly of the 
truck on railway cars, and power and 
brakes are applied to all four wheels. 

Setting forth his reasons for entering 
the new enterprise, Mr. Schwab says: 

“In the tansition through which land 
transportation has been passing in the 
past few years the highway is playing 
a part of tremendously increasing im- 
portance. No present day economic 
problem has fascinated me more than 
the need which has thus arisen for a 
proper coordination of the rails and the 
highways, to the end that both may find 
their greatest fields of usefulness. 

“T have neither the intention nor the 
desire to engage in highway transpor- 
tation. I have entered the automotive 
industry, however, in the field of large 
capacity passenger coaches and freight 
trucks, with the idea of providing a 
sclution of the two outstanding problems 
of efficient and economical use of the 
highways by heavy motor vehicles. 

“The highway is the roadbed of the 
motor truck and bus. Conservation of 
that roadbed is the basic principal of 
truck and bus operation, if such opera- 
tion is to be of greatest public service. 
Herein is the great difficulty of highway 
transportation. Loads sufficiently large 
to permit of economical operation have 
presented a serious problem of highway 
maintenance. 


Reduces Road Impact 


“Having this condition in mind, a six- 
wheel motor vehicle has been developed 
which reduces road impact to about one- 
fourth that experienced by four-wheel 
vehicles of like capacity in general use. 

“With 2,941,274 miles of highways in 
the United States, as compared with 
enly 251,175 miles of steam railways and 
47,150 miles of electric and street rail- 
ways, the vast opportunity that has 
awaited the right type of highway ve- 
hicle is obvious. A large portion of this 
highway mileage is made immediately 
available for passenger transportation 
through the development of a practical 
six-wheel vehicle. 

“If I did not feel that highway trans- 
portation as a complement of rail trans- 
portation fills a need that cannot be 
met in any other way I would not enter 
this field. I do not regard the motor 
bus and heavy duty motor truck as com- 
petitors of the rail lines except in seg- 
regated instances. It is thoroughly 
practical for the rail lines to utilize 
highway transportation systems as feed-

ers. This is already being done to a 
limited degree and will undoubtedly in- 
crease tremendously with the advent of 
a six-wheel motor vehicle driving on the 
four rear wheels. 

“When railroads first used four-wheel 
trucks under their cars, two-wheel 
trucks became forever obsolete. The 
new type of six-wheel construction will, 
in my opinion, accomplish the same thing 
for heavy duty highway motor vehicles.” 





LOS ANGELES TO HAVE © =. 
$9,000,000 TERMINAL 
LANS for erecting a $9,000,000 termi- 


nal warehouse on a fifteen-acre Ala- 
meda Street site, Los Angeles, have 
been announced by the Southwestern 
Warehouse Co. of that-eity. The main 
structure will be six stories and base- 
ment in height, 1250 ft. long and 340 ft. 
wide and will contain approximately 3,- 
000,000 sq. ft. of floor space. In conjunc- 
tion with the warehouse unit is planned 
a fourteen-story and basement office, ad- 
ministration and loft building. 

The warehouse structure will be built 
so that three trains may pass through it, 
with a loading capacity of 75 cars at one 
time, and facilities will be provided for 
unloading 96 motor trucks at one time. 
Eighty-five thousand feet of mono-rail 
tracks will be constructed to convey 
goods in the warehouse. 

The project will be financed by eastern 
and Los Angeles capital, according to re- 
ports published locally. 





Bomb in Movers’ Strike 


A bomb was exploded on the roof of 
a one-story section of a storage plant 
operated at 3118 Park Avenue, St. Louis, 
by the General Warehousing ‘Co. of that 
city, on the evening of June 22. 

Private watchmen guarding the plant 
said they had heard a motor car pass 
through the alley in the rear of the plant 
about fifteen minutes before the explo- 
sion occurred, and the police theory was 
that the bomb was tossed from the roof 
onto a car. The damage to the building 
was said to be about $500. 

Several cases of violence in a movers’ 
strike, which was in progress in St. 
Louis, had previously been reported to 
the police. 


I. C. C. UPHOLDS TARIFFS 
ON TERMINAL SERVICE 


RAILROAD tariffs covering truck or 

wagon transfer service, when per- 
formed as a terminal service of a com- 
mon carrier, or in connection with trans- 
fer of freight in transit at an intermedi- 
ate point, are lawful, it was held by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in 
Washington on Aug. 13. 

The Commission held, however, that 
such tariffs are unlawful when they are 
made to cover truck service for move- 
ments commonly designated as _ line 
hauls, when operated as an extension of 
the line and as a part of a through 
movement in connection with carrier.

“G. & W.” Parcel Post 


The problem of distributing merchan- 
dise in small units without incurring 
excessive cost is the subject of a four- 
page circular which has been issued by 
Griswold & Walker, Inc., Chicago ware- 
housemen. It deals with the company’s 
special department for handling parcel 
post and express to insure promptness 
required for that class of shipments, and 
is illustrated with rate tables and a 
map. The circular points out in part: 

“Short-hauling the more costly trans- 
portation service is a basic principle of 
economical distribution that has long 
been recognized and practised by the 
patrons of railroads who ship in carload 
quantities to conveniently located dis- 
tributing centers and re-ship on short 
less-than-carload hauls to their cus- 
tomers. The measure of economy in this 
operation is not restricted to the differ- 
ence between the carload and less-than- 
carload rates for more _ substantial 
economy is found in the saving in 
elapsed time between the date of order 
and date of delivery. The public ware- 
house has been an important factor in 
this development for it enables the dis- 
tributor to enjoy all of the benefits of 
short-haul distribution without incurring 
the expense incident to the operation of 


private warehouses or _ distributing 
depots. 
“This short-haul principle can be 


applied with equal, if not greater, effec- 
tiveness to parcel post and express ship- 
ments by using freight service up to 
the distributing point and re-shipping 
by parcel post or express. This can be 
done by assembling a number of ship- 
ments in packing cases which are for- 
warded by freight to a warehouse. Here 
the cases are unpacked and the packages 
zoned, stamped and mailed, or forwarded 
by express, as the case may be. A 
better method is to keep a stock of your 
merchandise in a warehouse at the dis- 
tributing point. Your orders can then 
be sent to the warehouse to be filled or, 
if you wish, arrangements can be made 
under which your customers can send 
their orders direct to the warehouse.”
